Lexington, Ky„ Nov. 19.—£ Special.]— 
Col. William Campbell Preston Breck¬ 
inridge, soldier, statesman, lawyer and 
Journalist, peacefully breathed his last 
at 11.40 o’clock to-night, at his home 
In this city, surrounded by his family. 
Death came without a struggle. The 
distinguished patient began gradually 
to sink at 6 o’clock this afternoon. The 
attending physicians then announced 
to the family that they had done all 
wltJhin the science of medicine to pro¬ 
long life, and that It was only a ques¬ 
tion of a few hours when death would 
ensue. 

This morning Col. Breckinridge was 
apparently somewhat better and mem¬ 
bers of the family started in the day 
with their hopes greatly strengthened. 
The oxygen used seemed to have a 
splendid effect. Owing to the pressing 
inquiries from aKl over the country as 
to the patient's condition the physician* 
issued bulletin* hourly. At noon he 
was thought to be worse, but there 
was no perceptible change from then 
until 6 o’clock when the begtyning of 
the end was clearly seen.

HIS REMARKABLE CAREER. 

A Man of Engaging Personalty and 
Diversified Talents. 

Lexington, Ky.. Nov. 19.—[Special.]— 
The city Is In mourning over the death 
of Col. William Campbell Prwton 
Breckinridge, her most distinguished 
citizen. From the highest to the low¬ 
est, Ocfl. Breckinridge claimed his ad¬ 
mirers; the newsboy knew him 4« well 
as his colleagues at the bar. From the 
day he appeared In the courthouse here 
in hils first Insignificant case. Col. 
Breckinridge’* presence was felt in this 
vicinity by the people, and from that 
day on bis talents grew In the esteem 
of the populace every hour until they 
finally made him a national character. 
His magnetism pervaded any assem¬ 
blage he entered or any company in 
which he rmlngled. 

His colleagues at the bar and one and 
all fully realized his genius. He lost 
many cases, as ot?her good* lawyers have 
done, but. as one of them said this 
evening: ”He could make more out of 
no case at all than any attorney that 

ever practiced at the local bar.”

A Lawyer’s Tribute. 

”It ha* long been a matter beyond 
dispute, a fact that no one can gain¬ 
say, that Col. Breckinridge was the 
best-Informed citizen upon any subject 
in this community,” said one of hi* 
lawyer friends here to-day. "There was 
no quest km that could be propounded 
to him that he could not answ’er.” This 
same attorney said that at a moment's 
notice Col. Breckinridge could step out 
and apeak for an hour or tw r o on any 
subject, and the matter which he would 
promulgate would have required any 
one else two or three weeks' work to 
gather. 

Another remarkable trait he pos¬ 
sessed was an affability seldom to be 
found In any man. He would have a 
tilt In the courthouse with some other 
lawyer, and it would appear that blows 
would be the result of the first meet¬ 
ing thereafter, or some rival in poli¬ 
tics would take offense at his utter¬ 
ances and severe words would be 
passed. The nexit morning he would 
’ meet his supposed enemy with a hand¬ 
shake and a pleasant smile. It seemed 
that w’hen storms of argument had 
blown over and he had regained his 
serenity of temper, he felt that he did 
not have an enemy in all the world. If 
he ever thought he had he held suah 
feelings so completely under cover that 
there was no sign of hatred in his face. 
He would go from one end of Main 
street of this city to the other and not 
a person passed that he did not. either 
speak to or shake by the hand. Many 
time* on this account in order to at¬ 
tend promptly to an Important case In 
court he would have to call a carriage 
to take him to the courthouse. 

• • • 

Many Strong Friendships. 

During his career as a Congressman 
he formed many close friendships with 
other men of national reputatloji. There 
w’hs never one died but he w’rote 
a tender obituary, and any unpleas¬ 
antness or unfortunate episode In the 
life of a friend was never alluded to. 

Col. Breckinridge’s first term In con¬ 
gress was regarded by his Kentucky 
friends as the brightest epoch for this 
district since the days of Henry Clay. 
From his first speech in Congress the 
wtiole country voted him among the 
most notable men then in public life. 
And he so continued until driven from 
public life by the sensational charges 
of Madeline Pollard. 

• • • 

His Editorial Work. 

After his retirement from public life 


the trial the public predicted a life 
sentence for the defendant a* the light¬ 
est punishment that could* be expected. 

He w*aa a most indefatigable worker. 
Once while engaged in a case here, 
which lasted thirty days, one of his 
colleague* in Congress died. Before go¬ 
ing to the courthouse to make an argu¬ 
ment In the case he wrote a two-and-a- 
half-column obituary notice of his old 
friend. He spoke at the courthouse, 
closing the arguments of the case In 
question, for three hours and a half. 
Just as he sat down a messenger in¬ 
formed him that he was booked to 
make a speech to his constituents at 
Par to at 2 o’clock, and ut tbat moment 
a specfal car was side-tracked at the 
depot to take him to Bourbon county. 

He left the building, summoned a 
waiter from a restaurant to bring him 
a sandwich and a cup of coffee. aJid 
then took the train for Paris, where he 
made a speech of three hours’ duration, 
which was pronounced one of the great¬ 
est he ever delivered In any of his po¬ 
litical campaigns. 

One afternoon here at 2 o'clock he 
made an argument in one of his largest 
cases in the courthousq. At 4 o'clock hi 
delivered a political speech at a big 
barbecue, and then took a train for 
Georgetown, where he made a speech at 
a Sunday-school convention. He return¬ 
ed home at 11 o’clock that night and 
responded to a toust at a banquet given 


fesslon and added to this work the du¬ 
ties of an editor on the Lexington Her¬ 
ald. He handled every political sub¬ 
ject of the day, local and national, in 


five terms, being re-elected four times 
without opposition from the Demo¬ 
crats. 

In 1894 he was defeated by W. C. 
Ow*ens. This was perhaps the bitterest 
political contest in his whole career, 
and many of the wounds then opened 
have not healed to this day. Side by 
side they contested the district, Owens 
bringing all the charges he could 
against his opponent. Ooi. Breckinridge 
replied to these charges with all his 
old energy, eloquence and courage. 
With this campaign the sun really set 
on his political career. He felt keenly 
that some of his lifelong friend* had 
at last turned against him, and these 
feelings he took with him to his grave. 
Two years later he rail for Congress 
a* the nominee of the sound money 
Democrats and Republican*, and was 
again defeated, this tiriW by the Hon. 
E. E. Settle, the Democratic nominee. 
This was his last race. He passed to 
his grave as an editor and lawyer only. 

Col. Breckinridge w’a* perhaps as 
much loved by Confederate veteran* as 
any man who ever wore the gray. He 
was head and front of many Confed¬ 
erate reunions and of the reunion* of 
Morgan’s men which were annually 
held at Park* Hill. Ky. 


CONSTITUTIONAL LAWYER. 


In This Profession Col. Brecklnridg* 
Won Fame In His Last Days. 

Of the varied attainment* of which 
Col William C. P. Breckinridge wa* 
gifted, that of soldier, statesman, ora¬ 
tor and lawyer, it w'as naturally and 
unquestionably the latter, in w’hlch he 
shone to the best advantage In hi* last 
years. Always a student, and being in* 
retirement from public life for the lost 
ten years hi* best efforts were con¬ 
centrated along this line. While al¬ 
ways regarded as an able advocate, it 
ha* been within the last years that he 
has been regarded as having achieved 
the climax in law, that of being recog¬ 
nized as one of the foremost constitu¬ 
tional lawyers of the country. Of the 
numerous cases of national Importance 
wdth which he has been connected 
within the last decade none ha* added 
more to h4s luster, in this direction than 
that of the famous Goebel contest trial 
for the governorship of Kentucky. 

Kentucky never experienced such a 
trying ordeal in so short a period of 
time, and perhaps never will in the 
coming history of Its statehood. The 
old Common wealth wa* shaken to Its 
very foundation, hut cooler head* ac¬ 
quired the helm and successfully steer¬ 
ed the old ship of state into the quiet 
haven of peace and stable government. 
Col. Breckinridge’s part In this great 
event was purely that of a lawyer and 
not thnt of a partisan. Before the con¬ 
test committees for the governorship

Col. Breckinridge’s first move In po¬ 
litical life was as the editor of the 
Observer and Reporter, a semi-weekly 
published In this city. In his editorials 
In this paper he advocated the most 
conservative policy for the Democratic 
party and submission to the amend¬ 
ments to the Constitution of the United 
States. This Included, in hU* opinion, 
the much discussed topic of thnt time, 
the admission of negro testimony in the 
court* In 1$69 he made the race for 
Common wealth’s Attorney and on this 
issue he was defeated by Capt. J. Law¬ 
rence Jones.

HOSTESS OVERCOME BY SMOKE. 


St. Louis, Nov. 19.—Tho Missouri 
State building was destroyed by fire 
this evening, resulting from the explo¬ 
sion of a hot water heater In the base¬ 
ment. The flames shot up through the 
rotunda and the north wir.g and cupola 
were a mass of flames within ten min¬ 
utes after the explosion. 

The principal loss is In the contents 
of the building. The building cost $H5.- 
000. and In the budding wer* $75,000 
worth of furnishings, the most valuable 
of which were portraits of all former 
Missouri Governors and Supreme 
Judges. 

The Are was spectacular. Thou sands 
of persons hurried from all portions of 
.the grounds, attracted by the flames 
that spurted from the top of the cupo¬ 
las. making a far greater brilliancy 
than the Illumination of all the build¬ 
ings A wind was blowing from the 
south and the flamea shot down the 
northern side of the cupola and met 
a sheet of flame which enveloped the 
northern wing.

THE REV, C. E. WOODCOCK. 
Of Detroit. 


No word has as yet been received 
from the Rev. Charles E. Woodcock as 
to whether he will accept the bishopric 
of Kentucky, to which he was elected 
last Wednesday.

It Is hoped to get an 
answer from the bishop-elect within the 
next few days. V 


ELECTIONS 


Were Stolen In St. Louis, 
Says Col. Ed Butler. 


The building waa aoon aflame from 
top to bottom In the northern half, 
fiparks were carried over the United 
States Government building and as far 
northwest as the liberal arts palace. 
Bucket brigades were hurried to the 
roofs of these buildings to prevent ig¬ 
nition. 

Meantime from all quarters of the 
grounds the Are departments had re¬ 
sponded and was augmented by ap¬ 
paratus from the city department. Sal. 
vage corps were formed by both Jef¬ 
ferson Guards and World's Fair visi¬ 
tors. and as much property as could 
be secured within a few moments was 
carried into the Louisiana State pa- 
viMon. adjacent. 

Eight streams of water poured into 
the burning building with apparently 
little effect, the fire steadily eating its 
way until only a portion of the south 

wing was left standing. 

• • • 

Building Not Insured. 

M. T. Dav*is. president of the Mis¬ 
souri World’s Fair Commission, was in 
the building when the explosion occur¬ 
red. "The Are seemed to be everywhere 
in an InstaJit," Ihe said. "I seized a few 
things and ran through the building, 
calling out the alarm. The building as 
It stood with all the furnishings, cost 
in the neighborhood of $225,000. There 
was not one dollar or Insurance. If 
we had endeavored to sell the building 
we could not probably liave realized 
more than $5,000. 

Mrs. Belle Hall Small, of Sedalia, 
Mo., one of the State hostesses, rushed 
Into her apartments In the building to 
secure some valuables. A fireman fol¬ 
lowed her into the smoke and found 
her lying on the floor overcome. Plac 
lug a wet handkerchief over her face 
he carried her into the open air, where 
she was revived. 

.1. P Nixon, of Lebanon, Mo., an at 
tache of the building, was overcome by 
smoke while carrying some property- 
out of doors. He also was rescued by 
a fireman and was carried in an un- 
v«onscious condition to the Wisconsin 
building, where he was revived. 

• • • 

A Fireman Killed. 

After the flamea wSre under control 
and had been sufficiently extinguished 
to admit the firemen entering the build¬ 
ing. the south wall fell and burled 
Lloyd Randolph, driver of u fire engine, 
and Frank O’Connor, a fireman. Sev¬ 
eral streams of water were directed 
upon the debris covering the men. and 
they were rescued before the fire spread 
to where they were entombed. It Is 
thought that Randolph Is fatally in¬ 
jured. 

Four hours after the fire was discov¬ 
ered, Chief 8 wing ley-, of the St. Louis 
Fire Department, announced that the 
fire was extinguished. Small pillars of 
smoke Continued to rise from the ruins 
»nd embers that marked the site of 
Missouri's World’s Fair pavilion. 

^Vhlle responding to the fire Capt. Ed 
Of Neill, of Worlds Fair fire truck No. 
4. was seriously hurt, George Garben- 
bach was killed and Jerry Fagin, of 
the same company, was probably fatal¬ 
ly injured. It was necessary for the 
truck to pass through the mining gulch, 
and owing to darkness the horses left 
the road. They separated when ap¬ 
proaching a large tree, the pole strik¬ 
ing the obstruction with terrific ftyce. 
upsetting the truck and hurling the 
crew in every direction.

In discussing the fact 
that St. Louis went Republican at the 
last election, confessed for the firM time 
since his prosecution for jierjury began 
three years ago that St. Louis munlc- 1 
Ipal affairs were not conducted on the 
square. 

**St. Louis is Republican.’* he said, 
"and If things were on the level here 
the Democrats could never have elected 
any Mayor save Joe Brown. Joe was 
elected twice honestly, and he Is the 
only Democrat who did carry St. Louis 
on the square since the Civil War/' 

"Are you still a Democrat?” 

"Of course, and 1 Intend to die one, 
but right now let me say this: "Elec¬ 
tions have been stolen from the Repub¬ 
licans of this city for thirty years and 
1 have decided to quit. Yes, sir, quit Is 
the word. I am like them boodlers who 
got conscience-stricken and confessed. 
I've put in many a queer lick for the 
Democratic party, but I ain’t going to 
do It any more.

ELECTION OFFICERS FINED 

And Sentenced To Jail By the Colo¬ 
rado Supreme Court. 

Denver, Colo., Nov. 19.—Thomas Shep- 
ardson. Peter Miller and Michael Dowi, 
election officers, were to-day adjudged 
i guilty by ih^ Supreme Court of substi¬ 
tuting bn Hots and swearing in an elec¬ 
tion clerk wrongfully a* the recent elec¬ 
tion. 

Shepardson and Miller were lined 
$1,000 each and sentenced to Jail for 
one year. Dowd was fined $250 and sen¬ 
tenced to Jail fur sixty days. 

The lights were extinguished at the 
polling places where the men were offi¬ 
cers after the polls closed and during 
this period.

In 
all twenty-seven men have been sum¬ 
moned before the .supreme Court for 
alleged offenses at the late election.

"They didn’t talk to each other any.

I don’t think 
the woman said a single word during , 
the whole twenty minutes that we were 
there.”

MR. HALSEY GLAD THE 

GAME LAW IS ENFORCED 


Although Its First Victim In Nelson, He Believes 
Will Now Have Same Chance With Na¬ 
tive Sportsmen. 


He 


E. T. Halsey, the well-known local 
broker, has returned from his annual 
hunting expedition In Nelson county, 
but he failed to bring back any bird©, 
which was a complete surprise to his 
many friends who know how expert he 
is with a shotgun. Evasive answers 
to remarks of surprise failed to bring 
any satisfactory explanation, and one 
of Mr. Halsey’s friends took the trou- 
le&rned that Mr. Halsey was the central 
figure In an Interesting law case, the 
first In Nelson county under the new 
game laws. 

Thomas Porter had been appointed 
g»me warden of Nelson county under 
the new law, and determined to see 
tnat all wno transgressed in Nelson 
county should pay the penalty. Mr. 
Halsey. Harrying his shotgun that cost 
him $260. arrived at Bardstown on No¬ 
vember 14 and as usual went to the 
Lancaster farm to spend his time 
while not in the field. The air was 
bracing and the dogs were nervous and 
finally, unable to stand the temptation 
any longer. Mr. Halsey and Guthrie 
Wilson, of Nelson county, started out 
for a quiet hunt in Lhe orchard adjoin¬ 
ing the house. 

Unfortunately for them. Mr. Porter 
was in Bardstown that day. and on 
starting for home he took an unusual 
route and came within earshot of where 
Mr. Halsey and Mr. Wilson were flush¬ 
ing a covey. Four report* arrested the 
game warden’s attention, and, hasten¬ 
ing through the field, he came upon the 
sportsmen just as the dog was bringing 
up a fine partridge. Mr. Porter did his 
duty, and informed the hunters that 
they would have to accompany him to 
Bh rdstown. 

The law provides a fine of $5. the for¬ 
feiture of all game killed and of all 
hunting equipment as well, for any vio¬ 
lation of the game law, and as they pro¬ 
ceeded In the direction of Judge-Frank 
Daugherty's the huntero bethought 
themselves of the predicament they 
were in. and It is alleged by eye-wit¬ 
nesses that both trembled violently. 

In due course, they were presented 
before Judge Daugherty and Mr Por¬ 
ter. in conscious rectitude, told his 
story. He filed as exhibits Mr. Hal¬ 
sey’s gun, the dog and the three quail 
and two rabbits, which had fallen be¬ 
fore their deadly fire. Judge Daugh¬ 
erty. who seemed somewhat Inclined to 
temper Justice with mercy, asked Mr. 
Halsey what he had to say for him¬ 
self. . . 

"I am guilty.” he said. "1 have vio¬ 
lated the law for the first time In the 
twenty vears that I have been coming 
here to hunt, but I am glad to see that 
the law Is being enforced. Heretofore, 
when I started out on November 15, I 
found that Ben Johnson and the other 
Nelson county sportsmen had already 
killed nil the game. I hope you will 
continue to protect the birds until I 
arrive.” 

The hunters were, according to the 
statements of Ihelr friends, in great 
fear that the game warden would In¬ 
sist on his pound of flesh, and every 
time he looked at that $250 gun. Mr 
Halsey Is said to have shivered. Judge 
Daugherty finally fined the hunters $5. 
confiscated the game and left them 
their weapons. 

The nervous excitement of the trial 
had such an effect upon Mr. Halsey’s 
shooting during the remainder of the 
week that not a bird exposed to his 
Are fell, and he returned to Louisville 
with an empty game bag.

LOUISVILLE MINISTER 

HAD CAMPER’S OUTFIT. 


To the Delight of World’s Fair Vis¬ 
itors He Cooked His Meal At 

the Grounds. 


Schuyler Baird, an employe of the 
Louisville Transfer Company, was ar- I 
rested at 10 o’clock last night by Capt. 
William Sullivan, of the detective de- | 
part, and Detectives Donahue and 
Charles Ross, and after an hour's | 
sweating, confessed to having broken j 
open the trunk of Airs. Sam H. Ho!- 
ley. w-lfe of Dr. Sam H. Holley, of 1-ex- I 
Ington, and robbing K of 120.000 worth 
of jewel*. He claimed that he did not 
know their value and throw them 
away. In a search for the missing 
Jewelry last night in the place named 
by Baird, the detectives failed to dis¬ 
cover It, but are confident of doing so 
this morning. 

Mr*. Halley was robbed of her Jew¬ 
elry before or during a trip to New 
York, to which place she started from 
Louisville last Tuesday. Upon reach¬ 
ing New York, she found that her 
trunk had been broken open during the 
passage and family heirlooms and Jew¬ 
elry valued at $20,060 had been stolen. 
The Jewels reported missing were as 
follw's: A garnet necklace, which hud 
been in the family^ for more than a 
hundred years, valued at $10,900; an 
amethyst pin, surrounded with pearls 
and forget-me-not?: string of coral f 
pins, gold and blue enameling; a large 
gold locket, a pear stick-pin and a 
string of amethyst, beads.

Found Jewelry Missing. 

The first intimation of the robbf-ry 
waa received In Louisville early yester¬ 
day morning when n telegram from 
New York announced that Dr. and,Mr?. 
Holley had arrived there and the Jewel* 
were misting. The New York detective* 
had failed to locate any clew to the 
thief In that city, and Capt. Sullivan, 
of the Louisville department, was re¬ 
quested to take up the matter. Learn¬ 
ing that the trunk In which the jewels 
had been packed had been taken to 
the Seventh fctr*et station by a driver 
for the Louisville Transfer Company 
a feexroh was immediately made for the 
driver. 

Upon Investigation, It was learned 
that the wagon was In the charge of 
Baird nt the time, and further search 
revealed the fact that Baird left Louis¬ 
ville last Tuesday for Paducah. Feel¬ 
ing sure of their game, the detectives 
watched the railroad station, and were 
rewarded last night to learn that he 
had arrived In Louisville. He was ar¬ 
rested shortly afterward at his home, 
2234 West Grayson street. 

Taken to the office of Capt. Sullivan. 
Baird stoutly denied that he had even 
hauled the trunk to the station, hut 
after being caught in several contra¬ 
dictory statements, and being unable 
to explain why he left the employ of 
the transfer company without giving 
any notice of hts departure, he finally 
broke down and admitted that he had 
opened the trunk.

In his confession, Baird said that he 
had gone to the home of James P. 
Helm, at 1122 Fourth avenue, at which 
Mr*. Holley had been staying, to tak» 
her trunk to the station. While .re¬ 
moving the trunk from the residence, 
he heard a cAnverratlon among the 
servant* w*hich led him to believe that 
there were valuables in the trunk. 
Seeking hts opportunity, he drove d<nvn 
an alley, and with a wrench carried on 
hi* wagon, he pried open the lock and 
found the Jew*e!ry In the second tray 
of the trunk. 

After opening the boxes, Baird de¬ 
clared that he did not know the Jewel* 
were valuable, and. being unable to dis¬ 
pose of them, threw them away. The 
detectives do not believe this part of 
his Ptory altogether, and think that at 
least part of the Jewelry has been dis¬ 
posed of; If not In Louisville, In Pa¬ 
ducah. He told the officers where they 
could find the valuables, but this would 
mot be disclosed by the detective* until 
they were sure the property could be 
found or was not at the designated 
place. 

Dr. and Mrs. Holley came to Louis¬ 
ville last week on their way to New 
York. Mrs. Holley is a daughter of 
Mr. Helm, ami the couple stayed at 
his residence for a vieU of several day* 
before proceeding to their destination. 
Leaving IxruisvUle last Tuesday, they 
checked their trunk from the home and 
proceeded on their Journey.

“Down with the Moscow Gazette,** 
the only newspaper In Russia which Is 
fiercely opposed to the Zemstvos. Later 
the crowds voluntarily dispersed. 

The Zemstvos supporters here tele¬ 
graphed to M. Shlpoff, president of the 
Moscow Zemstvo, to make a Anal ef¬ 
fort to Induce the Government to allow 
the meeting to be held under official 
auspices. 


Finnish Women Want To Vote. 

Helsingfors, Finland, Nov. 19.—A 
proposal to establish women suffrage 
w ill be submitted to the Diet. The peti¬ 
tion will claim that Finnish women are 
fully competent to enjoy the franchise, 
the organic law’ of the Grand Duchy 
only providing that women shall not 
sit in the Diet.

INDICTED FOR ASSAULTING 

MRS. CARRIE NATION. 


The only habitation that has suffered 
so far was the home of George Ooo- 
gle, one and a half miles south of South 
Dark. The Are seems to have originated 
near his farm and had burned up near 
his dwelling before it was discovered. 
Mr. Coogle’s family was awakened by 
the dense smoke at mldn.ght Frl ay 
w’hen it was found -tha-t his home was 
almost entirely surrounded by a Aerce 
line of Are, which was being swept 
direoily toward hi£ home by \ stiff 
wind from the south. His entire fam¬ 
ily. including the women and chi d en, 
were forced to Join in the fight against 
encroachment of the flames, Th y la¬ 
bored until daylight yesterday morn¬ 
ing. In spite of their efforts the house 
caught Are several times, but each time 
was extinguished before it gained 
headway. The barn, which stands fifiy 
yards away from the dwelling, also 
caught Are Friday night, but w’as sav¬ 
ed. only to be burned yesterday after¬ 
noon. 

The barn caught Are again yesterday 
afternoon at 3 o'clock and was de¬ 
stroyed. Fortunately all the stock, 
utensils and a lot of feed, had been 
removed during the day. The build¬ 
ing was not an expensive one and the 
loss amounted to only about 1200 .

Burning On Uncultivated Hills. 


Elizabethtown. Ky.. Nov. 19.—r?pe- 
clal.'l—The Hardin county grand Jury 
has indicted J R. Neighbors, the sa¬ 
loonkeeper. for assaulting Mrs. Carrl* 
Nation In ihis city several months ago. 
Neighbors, the day following the as¬ 
sault. waived an examining trial and 
was placed under bond to await the ac¬ 
tion of the grand jury. 


The burning area is largely the un¬ 
cultivated hills southeast of South 
Park, and for that reason there are 
few fences and little or no property to 
be destroyed by the Are. unless it gets 
down Into the valleys and west of the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad. In 
the valleys between the hills of the 
burning chain there are a number of 
settlers. George Norton's farm, half a 
mile east of the burning area, is al¬ 
most surrounded by the Are line. Mr. 
Norton has been busy since the forest 
Ares started protecting his home and 
other property on his plantation. He 
has plowed wide furrows about all hls 
buildings and cleaned away the under¬ 
growth from about his fences. He be¬ 
lieves he will be able to cope with the 
Ares unless a gale springs up, in which 
event he Is apprehensive that hls home 
and other farm buildings will he de¬ 
stroyed.

The 
wind blew steadily from ihe south all 
yesterday, bringing tho smoke toward 
Louisville and adding to the pall of coal 
smoke already hanging dens-Hy over the 
city. 

South Park Hotel, on the high hill 
overlooking the village of South Park, 
Is in a direct line of the Are. which is 
creeping slowly toward it. The sltf of 
the hotel Is connected by an unbroken 
chain of forest growth w*lth the Are 
line. J. K. Long, whow honv* i> under 
the hill beneath the hotel building, said 
last night that he would keep a v.gil 
and would take all possible steps to \ re¬ 
vent the destruction of the hotel.

No Danger To Hotel. 

*1 do not expect It to reach ihe hotel 
hill until some time to-morrow, and if 
we do not have rain I will take a crew’ 
of men to the summit to-morrow, and 
we will rake up the leaves and plow 
around the building." said Mr. Long 
last night. “Unless There is a strong 
wind. I do not anticipate any difficulty 
In saving the hotel or my home here."

Dancers To Fight Fire. 

There was a dance In progress at Mr. 
Long's home last night, this means 
having been adopted to keep the Are- 
flghtlng crew together and to while 
away the hours more pleasantly for 
them. The people at every farm house 
in sight of the red glow of the burning 
section were awake laat night, and at 
nearly all of them could be seen a si¬ 
lent sentinel gaxing In the direction of 
the Aarlng brilliancy In the distance. 

The Are has been burning slowly 
through the wooded country since It 
started Friday, and the fact that Its 
progress has been slow makes It the 
more damaging to the timbered lands 
over which it is eating Its way. The 
ground is covered with a heavy coat¬ 
ing of leaves, while the undergrowth 
Is heavy and dry. giving the ilamea 
time to take hold of and Injure even 
the green timber, All the dry wood and 
dead trees are being burned. In the 
wake of the fire can be seen hundreds 
of briskly-burning Ares, each marking 
a stump or a dead tree, or possibly a 
pile of ports ot wood cut and plUd by 
the farmers of the section. 

The same section has been bumei 
over several times In the past few 
years* but never before during a drouth 
such as Is row prevailing.

Washington. Nov. 19.—[Special.]—Eu¬ 
gene N. Foss, of Massachusetts, who 
wa*a caller at the White House to-day, 
told the President that there ought to 
be Hn extra session of Congress to re¬ 
vise the tariff. He consider# it a p»>- 
UtUval necessity. If nothing else, claim¬ 
ing that Governor-elect Douglas owes 
his election to the stand he took on the 
question during the last campaign. 

"Douglas was undoubtedly elected by 
reason of hi* position on the tariff ques¬ 
tion," said Mr. Foss. “Republicans may 
attempt to disguise that a* much as 
they desire. but the fact remains that 
this was the only question Douglas* 
urged In his speeches. 

“The people of Massachusetts and of 
the northeast serrion of the country are 
Immensely Interested In the question of 
reciprocity and of tariff revision. I am 
a business man. employing between 2,- 
000 and 3.000 men, and 1 believe I ought 
to know something of the fueling of the 
business world. We need the Canadian 
market for the extension of our busi¬ 
ness. and we need It badly. Canada is 
buying |o5* of our goods right along. * 
It is r fact that at least $100,000,000 of 
American money ha* gone into t'anada 
and become Invested In manufacturing 
along American line*. This shows that 
we are losing the t'anadlan market by 
reason of our tariff rates, and that 
American* are making goods to suit 
Canadian# in that country. We need 
the raw' material of Canada, and we 
need it* market* for our finished 
products. 

“We have had an awful example In 
our o%vn State this year of the need of 
hotter market* for American good*, I 
refer to the cotton mill* strike at Fall 
River. If there had been an active and 
Increasing market for American cotton 
good*, the strike would have been 
settled long ago and thousands of men 
would be employed. 

“I advised the President to take up 
the subject of tariff revision In his mes¬ 
sage to the session of Congress that will 
open two weeks from next Monday. Of 
course, we understand that revision 
cannot be accomplished at this short 
session, but we believe it would be good 
policy to let the public know that the 
Administration proposes to insist on 
tariff modifications. 

“We are hoping aiid expecting that 
the President will call n special session 
of Congress in April or May to tBke up 
the subject It must be done. In my 
Judgment nothing will save the Repub¬ 
lican party from defeat next Urn© if it 
fails to deal with the tariff, and the 
sooner the revision is made the better 
for the party. We believe he is headed 
right on this question, but wd appre- 
ciate his environment. We realize that 
the *tand-patters' are insisting that 
nothing shall be done."

May Give Sewing To Women. 

The representative* of the women em¬ 
ployed to do re wing In the Government 
depot* say they have strong ground* 
for hope to-day that the law will be 
construed favorably to them A deci¬ 
sion Is expected early next week. 

It Is claimed that Gen. Davis. th» 
Judge Advocate General, before whom 
the case ha* been placed, takes the 
view that In the matter of actual man¬ 
ufacture of clothing for soldiers the 
law leave* the War Department the 
discretion of having it done by contract 
or by the old method. which It Is un¬ 
officially claimed Is far superior to th* 
work done by the contractor#. The 
Judge Advocate General is said to hav > 
talked over the matter with the acting 
Secretary and gave expression to the 
above favorable views. At the same 
time the question of the cost of produc¬ 
tion Is an important one. While the law 
may sanction the continuance of the 
present method, if the cost is material¬ 
ly greater there may be no way of giv¬ 
ing the sewing to the women. The con¬ 
tractor# claim that they can cut the 
cost In half. If this Increased cost 
should fall on the Government there 
would be no objection to the continu¬ 
ed employment of the women, but the 
fact* are that the increased cost comes 
out of the pocket* of the soldiers who 
are allowed so much on clothing ar. 
count. Hence the desire to protect the 
soldiers of the present day may seri¬ 
ously Interfere with the wive* and 
daughters of the soldier# of the last 
\v ar.

This week 
the Socialist leader* met in New York 
City and tabulated the return* of the

The return* showed that Illinois and 
New’York hAd made the largest gain*. 
Illinois (showed an increase in four 
years from 9.867 to 76.000; New York, 
from 12.869 to 50,000. These gain* were 
not unexpected by the Socialist leaders. 
They prophesy that four years more 
will show an overwhelming increase in 
the Socialist vote.

SALE OF INDIAN LANDS. 

Secretary Hitchcock Favors Extend¬ 
ing Law To the Five Tribes. 

Washington, Nov. 19.—In his forth¬ 
coming annual report Secretary Hitch¬ 
cock will recommend that legislation 
be enacted authorizing the sale of land 
held by Indian allottees of the five civ¬ 
ilized tribes. Under existing laws only 
the Ureek Indians are allowed to sell 
their land* Immediately upon securing 
patents, and In the other tribe* such 
sales are postponed for five years. The 
Secretary will recommend that these 
laws be changed so as to permit imme¬ 
diate sales by all of the five tribes, 
“to be made only to actual settlers, who 
should he required to occupy and im¬ 
prove the lands for five years before 
receiving deeds conveying full title to 
them." 

Cockrell May Succeed Hecker. 

Washington. Nov. 19.—While no an¬ 
nouncement yet ha* been made regard¬ 
ing the President's action in the selec¬ 
tion of « y man to succeed Col. Frank 
J. Hecker. on the Isrthmlan Canal Com¬ 
mission. It is known he Is considering 
seriously the appointment of Senator 
Cockrell, of Missouri, to the vacancy 
If the Senator should conclude that he 
does not care to undertake the work 
of the canal commission, ft is certain 
the President will give him some genial 
position befitting his character and ser¬ 
vices.

Fred Schroder, th© eighteen-year-old 
son of Henry Schroder, living at 818 
Third avenue, was killed at 2 o'clock 
yesterday afternoom by the accidental 
discharge of a shotgun, which he was 
pulling through a fence while on a 
hunting trip near Haarod'a Greek. The 
contents of two barrels of hi* gun 
struck him in the left breast, and his 
death was Instantaneous.

Mr Schroder went to the home of 
Mr. Gray Friday afternoon at about 
the same time his parents left for 8t 
Louis. It had been his Intention to 
spend several daya at Ha nod's Greek, 
or until his parent* returned from their 
visit to the WurM’a Fair. Attracted 
by the fine weather and hunting pros¬ 
pect, the young men shouldered their 
guns early yesterday morning nnd left 
Lite Gray home about 10 o'clock. After 
w-andering about the neighborhood for 
several hours with varying sucres*, 
they reached the farm of H. M. Johns¬ 
ton. about two mile* from the Gray 
home. Both young men w f ere in a Jovi¬ 
al frame of nvlnd. and were Just pre¬ 
paring to f©*turn home when n rail fence 
was reached.

Pulling Gun Through Fence. 

Pushing the gun beneath the lower 
rails, with the hammers turned toward 
the ground, Mr. Schroder olimed the 
fence. Upon reaching the opposite 
side, he grasp'd the barrels near the 
muzzle and Jerked the gun through the 
fence. At the same Instant a loud re¬ 
port startled his companion, and with 
a groan Mr. Schroder sank to the 
earth. Hastening to the side of hi* 
friend. Mr Gray dtsonwered a hole In 
Schroder's breast. 

After recovering from the first shock, 
which left him almost paralyzed. Mr. 
Gray hastened to a telephone and no¬ 
tified hi* parents of the accident. F. 
E Gray hastened to the scene, accom¬ 
panied by a number of friends and 
neighbors ajid arrangement* were Im¬ 
mediately made to bring the bedy to the 
city. Coroner Kelly was notified. Cor¬ 
oner Kelly gave a verdict of accidental 
death The body was brought to Louis¬ 
ville la»t UJgiu aad will remain at Pear¬ 


son’s until Mr. and Mrs. Schroder reach 
Louisville from St. Louis. Their first 
intimation of their son's death was 
sent at 5 o'clock yesterday nfternoon 
and an answer received at 6 o’clock 
ritafed that they would arrive In Louis¬ 
ville this morning. 

Mr. Rchroder was within two wrecks 
of being elghieen years of age. He wa* 
bom In Louisville. His father, Henry 
Schroder, has been well known In to¬ 
bacco circle# In Louisville for many 
years as member of the firm of Schro¬ 
der & Mitchell. Young Schroder was a 
senior member of the du Pont Manual 
Training School, where he was held In 
esteem by his classmates. He was a 
member of the Mitre Club and known 
as one of the most talented members 
of hi* class.

Young Schroder was preparing to sur¬ 
prise his parents on their return front 
St. Louis with a celebration at their 
home In honor of the twentieth anni¬ 
versary of their wedding day.

It Js asserted that the Adirondack 
regions which the Downing heirs seek 
to recover were originally purchased of 
the natives by Germ Frnlth. the Amer¬ 
ican abolitionist and anti-slavery 
lesader. Mr. Perry, the lawyer, Is now 
jn possession of number* of original

Lexington, Ky., Nov. 19.—[Special.]— 
The Board of Control of the Grand 
Lodge, Knights of Pythlae, met in this 
city to-day and closed the deal Yor the 
transfer of the Richardson Gibson 
property to be used a* a home for the 
widows and orphans of the deceased 
members of the lodge in ithls State. The 
consummation,of deal to-day was the 
result of a resolution introduced at the 
Grand Lodge meeting In Middlesboro, 
Ky.. in 1898 by Mr. A. C. Green, of 
Richmond. Ky.. who was at that time 
Grand Chancellor of the Grand Lodge. 
The resolution called for the assess¬ 
ment of fifty cents from each member 
yearly for an indefinite period or until 
the sum of $25,000 had been raised with 
which to purchase a home for the wid¬ 
ows and orphans. At the time the res¬ 
olution was drafted by Grand Chancel¬ 
lor Green he saw the pressing need of 
an institution for the care of the fam¬ 
ilies of the men who had been faithful 
workers in the lodge during their life¬ 
times. and while at that time the home 
•eemed a remote possibility, the hopes 
of Mr. Green were realized after six 
years of hard labor on the part of the 
Grand Lodge, and at the annual meet¬ 
ing at Franklin this year, the sale of 
the property for the site wae made sub. 
ject to the Inspection and approval of 
the Board of Control. 

At the meeting to-day the members 
of the board were met by Stanley Mil- 
ward. chairman of the local commit¬ 
tee, and w’ere driven to the site w’hich 
Is Just beyond the drty limits on the 
Harrodaburg pike The members of the 
board were highly pleased with the 
conditions of the grounds and the 
dwelling thereon, and it was the unan¬ 
imous opinion of the board that it was 
probably the mo»t desirable site in the 
State for the pu.rpc«c to which it will 
be put. At the conclusion of the In¬ 
spection of the property the board held 
n meeting at the Phoenix Hotel, and It 
was decided to deposit the amount of 
$30,000 In a local bank until the deed 
had been filed and the title approved.

THREE YEARS OF 

BLOODY WAR COMING. 


C. L. Kiehl Sr.ys Six Nations Will Be 
Involved In Russian-Jap- 
anese War. 


C. L. Kiehl, a LouLsville grocer. who*e 
strong point Is making war predictions, 
now says that the present war between 
Japan and Russia will involve six na¬ 
tions. Engltynl. Japan and Ohlna or 
the United States, on one side, will be 
pitted against Russia. France and Ger¬ 
many on the other. He says that Bis¬ 
marck appeared to him In a vision and 
told him this. The war is to la»t three 
years. Fie cuts out a disastrous finish 
for England In the scrimmage. The 
Dutch In South Africa are to break 
loose; Ireland will kick out of the 
traces, and Russia will get busy with 
the empire of India. The only hope 
Mr. Kiehl hold* out is that lhe white 
races will continue to rule after the 
three years of bloody war. 


With the disputed property as one of 
the weapons of defense, Miss El tie 
nark, twenty-two years old, and MIfs 
M aggie Sparks, eighteen, engaged In a 
combat at Borden, Clark county, Ind., 
eighteen miles west of Jeffersonville, 
over the ownerrhlp Of a fancy hairpin.

The Clark and Sparks 
families live neighbors on Main street, 
the principal thoroughfare of the town, 
and there ha^s been trouble brewing ever i 
the hairpin for somf* time. Mi*s Spark? 
alleged that she lost the pin and that | 
Miss Clark had It The latter denied ! 
courteously that she had the property, | 
claiming hers came by purchase, but 
ihi* only added fuel to the flames. 

The two met In the street, and the 
subject was brought up by Miss Sparks, 
which wras followed by the two coming 
together In a battle that looked as P 
they had been In training for it. Mbs 
Clark had the best of the bout from t’ 
start, and after several rounds Mls^ 
Sparks took the count. 

Regretting the occurrence. Miss Clark 
hurried to the office of Town Clerk 
Jesse E. McKinley and related what 
had happened. She asked that a com¬ 
plaint be filed against her, and to this 
Hhe pleaded guilty, being fined to the 
extent of $3.f»o, w’hich included the costs. 

A warrant was sworn out against 
Miss Sparks for assault and battery in 
Magistrate Gray’* court, but she re¬ 
fused to enter a plea of guilty and de¬ 
manded a trial, a large number of wit- 
nesses being summoned. Mi*s Sparks! 
was found guilty and fined $1 and costs, I 
amounting in all to $12.85, and she js 
still out the hairpin. 

STILL ANOTHER TRIAL 

Of Joseph Stier’s Action For Dam¬ 
ages. 

The AppellAte Court of Indiana ha* 
reversed the decision of the Floyd Cir¬ 
cuit Court in the »uit of Joseph Stier 
against the city of New Albany. The 
suit was brought by Stier about a year 
ago to recover $2,000 damage* for per¬ 
sonal Injuries which he sustained while 
In the employ of the city as a fireman. 
About three years ago Stler was exer¬ 
cising the reel horses under his charge 
when one of them became frightened 
by the steam street roller owned by the 
city. The horse bolted and Stler was 
thrown to the street, sustaining Injur¬ 
ies from the effects of which he has 
not yet recovered. 

He brought suit against the city in 
the Floyd Circuit Court at New Albany, 
alleging that the steam roller was a 
traction engine, and in compliance with 
the State law should have been pre¬ 
ceded by some one whose duty it would 
be to warn persons driving horses along 
the streets of the approaching danger. 
Before the trial Judge W, C. Utz sus¬ 
tained a demurrer of Joseph S. Foley, 
at that lime City Attorney, holding 
that the street roller was not a traction 
engine. An amended complaint was 
fllecl and the case was tried before 
Judge James K. Marsh, sitting as spe¬ 
cial Judge. He held that the roller 
was a traction engine, and the Jury 
found for the plalntifT. giving him Judg¬ 
ment for $l,2uu. The city took an ap¬ 
peal. and as the decision of the Infer¬ 
ior court was reversed, the case will 
again come to the Floyd Circuit Court 
at New Albany to b* tried again.

Brings Happiness To Little Della 
Stewart. 

One of the happiest little girls In In¬ 
diana Is Della i*)tew’art. the eight-year- 
old daughter of Bewail Stewart, of Ohio 
Falls, the western suburb of Jefferson¬ 
ville. The child received a great lik¬ 
ing for President Roosevelt, and after 
his election she decided to write him 
a letter of congratulation, which was 
couched In childish language. Recent¬ 
ly she took part in an entertainment 
and had her picture taken in the cos¬ 
tume she wore and a copy of this she 
Inclosed in the letter.

The largest salary paid any railroad 
president In the United States is $75,000. 
There are at least three presidents who 
are understood to draw this salary—A.

There 
are quite a number of other railroad 
presidents who draw annual salaries of

and report on the possibilities of the 
system. After Mr. Underwood had 
made the examination he one day re¬ 
ceived a message from J. P. Morgan 
asking him to call at his office.

Morgan asked him what he had found 
as the result of his Inspection of the 
Erie. Mr. Underwood replied that with 
free sway he could save 20 per cent, of 
the cost of operating the company, and 
put It on a par wlthr the other trunk 
lines. He said that it would take the 
hardest work of his life, and that he 
would stake his reputation on It for 
$50,000 a year. His terms w ere accepted. 

Samuel Spencer, of the Southern 
Railway: William H. Truesdale, of the 
Lackawanna: E. P. Ripley, of the 
Atchison: Marvin Hughltt, of the Chi¬ 
cago and Northwestern.

the operating parts are so arranged 
that It will run on the regular trolley 
tracks, receiving the propelling powder 
from the overhead wire, but If It be¬ 
comes necessary or desirable to leave 
the tracks to pass an obstruction or a 
wagon, the oj>erator can steer the ve¬ 
hicle off the track, tht power in this 
case coming from a storage battery. 
This vehicle Is designed mostly for 
passenger traffic, but can also be util¬ 
ized to deliver baggage and other 
freight, such as packages from depart¬ 
ment stores to places remote from the 
tracks of the trolley system. The elec¬ 
tric power In the storage battery which 
Is used when the vehicle is off the trol¬ 
ley tracks Is charged Into the battery 
again as soon as the vehicle returns to 
the tracks. The Idea of the Inventor 
!s to provide a series of vehicles which 
can operate In addition to the regular 
trolleys, and, although normally oc¬ 
cupying the same tracks as ths trolley 
cars and deriving their motive power 
from the same supply system, can be 
capable of more rapid progress. Tills 
peculiar vehicle could be devoted to the 
use of passengers paying a higher rate 
than that required for the ordinary 
trolley service, on account of the more 
rapid and direct service, due to their 
capacity to leave the tracks and util¬ 
ize railways which otherwise are not In 
comtnunicatlon with each other nnd to 
proofed beyond the limits of the tracks.

Reservoir® 
which contain compressed air or oxy¬ 
gen for sustaining life are attached to 
the back of the wearer by straps, and 
connected by a tube to the back of the 
hood, with* valves for regulating the 
supply. The compreaeed air can thus 
be readily supplied from the reservoir® 
to the Interior of the hood, to be 
breathed *by the wearer. After enter¬ 
ing & building filled with smoke a fire¬ 
man using this apparatus could remain 
for some time, while hl 9 hands and 
arms w’ould be fr^e.

Scaling Ladder For Firemen. 

Another device which would be of 
use mainly for firemen is the scaling 
ladder shown In the Illustration. The ! 
Idea of the Inventor is certainly meri- i 
torious, and the advantage® and ef -1 
fldency will be apparent to everybody. 
This ladder consists of two sections, l>e- I 
ing so connected that they will abvays 
be In position for an ascent with a s:»‘P- 
by-step movement from one windowsill 
to another. In oaxe of fire the hOL»k of ' 
one section is engaged with the sill of 
one of the windows of the building. A 
rope is attached to each section, and 
when the fireman has reached the top | 
of one section he stands there and ( 
guides the other section, w hich Is pulled 
up by other firemen on the ground by | 
means of a rope. He then fastens the 
hook of this section on the window-sill 
next above and goes up as far as he 
can. While he Is running up or after 
he has reached the top of the section 
he is on the firemen on the ground pull 
the other section up snd It ts fastened 
to the next windowsill. A repetition of 
this operation results In rapidly elevat¬ 
ing the sections until the top of the 
building has been reached. If necessary, 
the last movement popslbly engaging 
the cornice of the building. In the 
meantime the fireman who is ascending 
has little to do beyond running up the 
ladder section by section alternately.

DROUTH 


Causing Railroads To Run 
Water Trains. 


NO RELIEF SEEMS IN SIGHT. 


PEOPLE IN COUNTRY BEGIN¬ 
NING TO SUFFER. 


STOCK PONDS GOING DRY. 


For the first time in ten years tlie 
railroads touching Louisville are ex¬ 
periencing a water famine, and all ex¬ 
cept the Henderson route are keeping 
their tanks supplied by running water 
trains and supplying the tanks whose 
water sources have gone dry on account 
of the general protracted drouth. The 
Illinois Central railroad sends out a 
waiter train, carrying nine tank cars, 
dally, and unless rain falls goon It will 
l»e necessary to increase the amount of 
water hapled each day. The Illinois 
Central road, beside furnishing water 
at its own tanks along the western 
route. Is supplying water for the coal 
mines at Render, Echols and McHen¬ 
ry. These mines have been out ‘of 
water thre# weeks, and had not an ar¬ 
rangement with the railroad been ef¬ 
fected they would have been compelled 
to close down for lack of water. Sev¬ 
eral tank loads are taken to 'Uhe mines 
and distributed daily. 

Not only' does the Illinois Central road 
find It necessary to distribute water 
to route tanks for use In passenger en¬ 
gines, but is compelled to carry an ex¬ 
tra tank car behind the freight engines 
to supply the boilers on long dry strips 
of track. The underground water be¬ 
tween Louisville and Princeton cannot 
be used in the engine boilers on account 
of some mineral, which eats through 
the steel coating. G. B. James, Train¬ 
master of the Illinois Central, said 
yesterday that the supply' of water is 
almost cut off all over this division and 
that the problem confronting him is a 
serious one. 

"We have not had such an experience 
before In the history of the rood," he 
said. "Ten years ago we were compell¬ 
ed to supply some of our route tanks 
with water by hauling It In tank*, but 
the source® of nearly all our tanks at 
the Inland towns are dry'. If w T e <lo not 
have rain In a short time we will put 
on extra water trains. We are be¬ 
sieged at some places by farmers who 
say their supply of stock water is 
gone." 

E. F. North. Chief Train Dispatcher 
ofi the Illinois Central, says he Is kept 
busy with messages about the water 


supply , and that every' day adds new 
horrors to the situation—some tank 
source gives out, and orders for the 
water train follows. 

• • • 

Other Roads Suffering. 

The Louisville and Nashville and 
Southern railroads are having the 
same experience. On the Southern all 
the creeks and ponds are drying up. 
Water is being hauled to Shelbyvtlle 
and other stations within a radius of 
fifty mites of Louisville. Extra tanks 
are being run behind the engines In 
heavy freights. J. G. Kesheliner. Chief 
Dispatcher of the Southern, says the 
drouth prevailing is the worst since 
1854, and that If it continues dire condi¬ 
tions will soon exist, and that not only 
the railroads will suffer, but that the 
people who live In the rural districts 
will soon be In need. He says reports 
have reached him that already the 
stock water ponds all along the South¬ 
ern railroad in Kentucky are dry. and 
that # water for stock Is being taken 
from the wells and cisterns.

October’s Small Rainfall. 


According to the local weather bu¬ 
reau only .27 of an Inch of rain fell In 
October, and practically none the pres¬ 
ent month. The figures In October 
break the record of the past ten years. 
A new danger is threatening property 
along the railroad lines. On account of 
the extreme dry condition of the me.ld- 
OWS and w'oods along the roads, forest 
fires have started several times from 
the sparks emanating from the engines. 
In many' instances train crews have 
stopped their trains and fought the 
fires to prevent their spread. 

The Henderson loute la fortunately 
situated in regard to the scarcity of 
water. Its route through the western 
section of the State Is along the ahure 
of the Ohio river, and for this reason 
its water supply is Inexhaustible.

Big Bill For Provisions. 

As would be supposed, the greatest 
charge upon the funds of (the institu¬ 
tion i® the monthly provision bill. Ex¬ 
periments are now being carried on to 
ascertain exactly how much will be re¬ 
quired monthly for this purpose, and 
though the calculations have not been 
completed, It is believed ahat $250 at 
least will be found necessary per 
month. 

To relieve the finances of the home 
as fre* as possible from these charges, 
the members of the Ladies* Auxiliary 
Board are buaylng themselves among 
the charitably inclined, soliciting con¬ 
tributions of pmvluions of alt sorts. 
They ex peer; to be able to procure 
enough in this way to reduce the out¬ 
lay for this purj^'se by one-half. 

The clothing necessary for the In¬ 
mates of the home is nearly al! con¬ 
tributed by friends In the form of un¬ 
cut material. The making up of the 
material irvto garments nearly all 
done by the St. Andrew’s Guild of 
w hich Mrs. William A. Robinson i®’the 
president. The guild meets every Mon¬ 
day morning at the home, doing what 
is necessary to the end that the ward¬ 
robe is always in excellent condition. 

When the Home of the Innocents was 
first organized, over thirty-five years 
ago. it was but a small movement be¬ 
gun by the Rev. James Helm, the then 
rector of Trinity church, a man well- 
remembered among the older citizens 
as being a leader In all charitable work, 
and more than ordinarily fond of chil¬ 
dren. The first house occupied by the 
home was the residence of Chief Justice 
Collier, of the Kentucky Supreme Court, 
on Gray street. This bouse was soon 
found to be too small for the growing 
needs of the institution, and In the fifth 
years of its existence the home was re- 


ihe home wtas made. Sister Emily 
Cooper, for so many years the deacon¬ 
ess In charge, was relieved from h*?r 
arduous laihore on account of her fall¬ 
ing health* and Sister Lodolski, a dea¬ 
coness of wide experience, was placed 
at the helm. Mrs. L. S. Parson*, also a 
woman of experience and ability, was 
made her assistant. 

The home was thoroughly renovated 
last summer, the money /or the work 
being secured by the efiorts of several 
of the women who now constitute the 
ladies* auxiliary board. While this was 
being done, the children and their 
nurses were, through the influence or 
a John J. Telford, given a beneficial 
and enjoyable summer outing for three 
months at Beard’s Station. 

The work of the home is growing 
larger each yenr, there being at present 
forty-five children, of whom twelve are 
young bnbles, under the care of Sister 
Ladolskl.

ORANGES AND GRAPE 

FRUIT ARE DAMAGING. 


Dr. Allen Gives Warning Saying 
Stock On the Market Is Not 
Entirely Ripe. 


Warning against eating oranges or 
grape fruit not ripe was issued yester- 
da 3 * by Dr. M. K Allen, the city health 
officer, w’ho says that much of the fruit 
now’ on the market in Louisville is un¬ 
fit for eating and la extremely liable 
to cause sickness, especially bonvel and 
stomach trouble. The fruit is now com¬ 
ing Into Louisville In large quantities, 
the growers in the South picking th*ir 
fruit early. Regarding this Dr. Allen 
says: "To prevent the oranges and 

grape fruit from getting frosted the 
growers are pulling the fruit too soon, 
and the result is that it is being shipped 
here green. Decomposition sets In in 
a short time, and while this Is not 
visible to the eye. or perhaps to the 
taste, except to make the oranges sour, 
germs are there, and when they are 
taken into the system sickness neces¬ 
sarily results. The fruit picked green 
sells at a smaller cost than the other 
and the dealers are buying much of it. 
It is best to be careful when buying 
the fruit."

General Appraisers Sustain Local 
Customs Officers In Assess¬ 
ment of Duty. 


The United States Board of General 
Appraisers have handed * down a de¬ 
cision In the protest case of August 
Hollenbach. the Louisville wine dealer, 
against the Surveyor of Custom® at this 
port and sustaining the decision of the 
local officials. The protest was based 
on the assessment of duty against wdhe 
Imported in casks, the duty being levied 
by Jack Richardson, the appraiser, cm 
the capacity of the cask Instead of the 
nmount of wine contained, as shown by 
the renort of the United States gauger. 
Mr. Hollenbach contended that he 
should pay only on the amount of wine 
actually in the cask. 

In handing dmvn the decision the 
board said that there w'as nothing be¬ 
fore It to show that leakage had not 
caused the short otiantity of wine, end 
that nothing in the tariff laws provide 
against wantage. Were It established 
that only the amount found by the 
gauger had been shipped the decision 
might be different. While the decision 
stands the department has provided 
for future case» of the kind by allow¬ 
ing the examination of the casks by 
the officials, and If there are no signs 
of leakage the duty will be a/eessed 
on the actual amount In the casks. 


EXAMINES THE BOOKS. 

Special Agent At United States Mar¬ 
shal’s Office.

For Sewers and Streets. 

The proposed bond issue has been 
voted down, but the necessity for sewer 
extension and street Improvement has 
not been, and cannot be, voted down. 

On the contrary, the longer such work 
Is delayed the greater becomes the ner 
cesslty. Postponement In such Instances 
means conditions that grow* from bad 
to worse. 

But if the campaign for the bonds 
failed of success In the object directly 
sought. It 1ms done good work, never¬ 
theless, In an educative way. It has 
disclosed to the people of Louisville 
conditions of which some were unaware 
and to which more, perhaps, had giv¬ 
en no serious thought. It has enforced 
a general recognition of the vital need 
for the proposed Improvements, so that 
now there Is no doubt that the cltlsens 
generally realize and admlrt that 
the Improvements should be made. 

More than that, It Is reasonably sure 
that they are willing to authorize any 
plan for making them, which shall 
avoid the objections urged against the 
plans heretofore rejected at the polls. 
It Is true that there is an element here, 
as there Is everywhere, which w'ould 
oppose any plan that would entail some 
share of Its cost on themselves, but 
that element is In at) Impotent minor¬ 
ity and need not be considered here. 
The people of Louisville, as a rule, wish 
adequate sewers and better streets, and 
they are willing to pay for them If 
they can be sure that they will get 
what they pay for. They believe In 
Louisville. They know we have here 
the making of a great city, and they 
know that a great city cannot be made 
without good sewerage. They know 
that Louisville's Interests are their In¬ 
terests, and they are sagacious enough 
to see that. In the long run, they can¬ 
not better advance their Interests than 
by thus advancing Louisville's, even If 
they w'ere uninfluenced by any motives 
of pride and duty. Many of them vot¬ 
ed for the recent bond proposition not¬ 
withstanding their objections to rome of 


Certainly In his relations to our coun¬ 
try during the Revolution Frederick the 
Great Is entitled to no gratitude. A 
kinsman of our oppressor, Gecrse III., 
he aided him in the procurement of the 
hired Hessians who fought with the 
British at Trenton. Princeton and on 
other fields, and w*as obdurate In de¬ 
clining to recognize the Independence of 
the colonies long after the other Pow¬ 
ers had done so. There are reasons 
sufficient for objecting to such a prece¬ 
dent beside that of giving such promi¬ 
nence, with every evidence of admira¬ 
tion and honor, to one who represents 
principles so diametrically opposed to 
those which gave birth to our country 
and upon which we rely for Its preser¬ 
vation. 


The Evolution of Agriculture. 

Statistics show that the cattle pro¬ 
duction of the Northwest Is decreasing 
rapidly, and that this Industry, once 
the chief mainstay of that portion of 
the country. Is giving way to other 
pursuits. There has been a steady de¬ 
crease In the number of cattle during 
the last seven or eight years, with the 
exception of 1903. when for some reason 
not explained the receipts of the North¬ 
ern Pacific seaboard were almost dou¬ 
ble those of the previous year. The de¬ 
crease in the business Is attributed to 
successive severe winters entail! ng 
heavy loss of stock and resulting In 
greater attention to sheep raising. The 
progress of Irrigation Is also said to 
have made land In many localities too 
valuable for sheep raising. The true 
explanation of this condition, however, 
Is that ft but exemplifies the evolution 
which has been ait work ever since the 
great area west of the Mississippi be¬ 
gan to be settled. In all the vast 
prairie country from the Canadian 
line to the Gulf of Mexico the cattle¬ 
men w'ere the pioneers. A few cow¬ 
boys could care for large herds of cat¬ 
tle, with no cost for grazing or per¬ 
manent habitations, as a camping out¬ 
fit sufficed for the herders. Fallowing 
the cattle men. came the sheep men, 
and following these came the farmers. 
The cattle men antagonized both, but 
as lands were pun upon the market, 
fenced and cultivated the cattle men 
receded further westward to avail 
themselves of the free grazing lands. 

This procession has been going on 
steadily, preserving the same features 
a natural evolution as old as 
(.4 vi II nation in which pastoral life 
preceded and then gave way 
to the agricultural. In our country 
this process, still going on, but more 
remotely westward, developed some In¬ 
teresting features. At first the soil was 
so arid from the lack of rain that It 
was regarded as wholly unfit for agri¬ 
culture, the great territory which em¬ 
braces Kansas and parts of several 
States, north, south and west of it, 
being designated on the maps as "The 
Great American Desert." But with the 
gradual advance of the agricultural 
army of invasion the rainfall increased 
and became more equable and season 


only practical remedy for this Is in 
diversified agriculture, a rotation of 
crops with reference to the return to 
the soli, by cultivation, of one kind, 
of the chemicals requisite for the other 
It is through these practical agencies 
that si/bdivision of farm* comes with 
diversity of crops, a* a necessity, from 
increase of population, the result being 
an increase of production, notiwittostaa 
Ing apparent contraction of area. The 
danger Is that in many Instances the 
limit of endurance of the soil is too often 
overlooked until It becomes too sterile 
for immediate returns and Is aban 
domed, as have been large areas in 
New r England, in the ootton region and 
to a degree, everywhere. Improved 
knowledge of agricultural chemistry 
and instruction through the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture at Washington 
and the State Institutions, are fast 
leading to the reclamation of euch 
areas, and conducing to the better yield 
of all crop* through rotation, which In¬ 
cludes rest In grass. Already some are 
getting nervous as to the near ap¬ 
proach of the time when the soil of the 
earth will not yield enough to feed its 
population. To such ft* have this fear 
It u'lll be comforting to know that a 
learned statistician has estimated that 
under judicious cultivation, with simi¬ 
lar care and economy as observed in Ja¬ 
pan, the entire population of the world 
could be comfortably settled and sup¬ 
ported wltihln the State of Texas.

of the battle. The high rank of the au¬ 
thor of that report furnishes one reason 
why I, as the commander of the Kentucky 
battery, feel called upon to ask you to 
publish fh!s positive denial of the state¬ 
ment that Cobb's battery was captured 
cm the occasion referred to; and If It is 
Intended by the expression, "Capturing a 
standard," that It w-as the battery stand¬ 
ard. I must add. that we carried no flag 
(or standard) on that day, and had none 
for a long time after—mot, indeed, until 
one was presented to the company by 
Mrs. Gen. S. B. Buckner, and that one Is 
now Jn the possession of Mrs. Irena 
Gracey. widow of Oapt. Frank P. Gra^ey, 
of ClorksvlMe. Term., who succeeded m* 
as Captain upon my promotion to the 
rank of Major of Artillery, February 22. 
1884. 

Additional reasons move me to correct 
the mistake. It is due to the memory, a* 
well as of the gallant men who loet their 
lives on the memorable field, os of the 
few survivors who stayed by their guns 
ln repelling the assault of the Fortieth 
Illinois and Twenty-third Missouri Infan¬ 
try, In which It is proper to add, we were 
supported by the Third Kentucky and 
Fourth Tennessee Infantry. 

Only eighty-four men and officers of the 
battery were present In the engagement, 
thirty-nine of whom were killed or 
wounded, five killed on the field, seven 
mortally wounded and died within a week. 
Every offlt?er*s horse was either killed or 
wounded. Including my own. and only 
eight of the battery horses proper were 
left standing on their feet; four of these 
had flesh wounds. 

Hare’s brigade may have captured a 
six-gun battery, but It was not Cobb’t 
Kentucky battery. It was reported that 
the Foderals captured a battery on tha 
6th. and only one. which was retaken by 
the Louisiana brigade, afterward com¬ 
manded by Gen. Randall Gibson. The 
name of the battery la not remembered. 

I ask the Courier-Journal to publish 
this because it will reach at once a great¬ 
er number of the survivor* of the glorious 
brigade of Kentuokians composed of the 
Third, Fourth. Sixth and Ninth Infantries, 
and the battery which I had the honor 
that day to command, known and so re¬ 
ported by me to both Gens. L Polk (who 
ordered me Into the fight) and Hardee 
(the later an eyewitness of Its conduct 
on the 8th). as Company F. Third Ken¬ 
tucky infantry, on detached artillery serv¬ 
ice. • 

It was not known as Ctobb'a battery no. 
til more than thirty days after the bat¬ 
tle of Shiloh, when the Company was per¬ 
manently detached, end ln published or¬ 
ders by Gen. John C. Breckinridge, who 
oommanded the Reserve division, named 
Cobb’s battery.

Laird Wolverton conies of a great 
banking family, and Is Immensely 
wealthy, but he devotes moat of his 
time to hla work as a member of the 
London County Council, an unpaid of¬ 
fice. He acted os I^ord Roberts' press 
censor In the South African campaign, 
and Is now regarded as the representa¬ 
tive of the British Board of Trade in 
the House of Lords. 

There are some members of the 
House who are “life peers," and whose 
titles do not descend to their sons. 
These men were mostly raised to the 
peerage by reason of their conspicuous 
ability as lawyers. A life peerage is 
the recognized reward of distinguished 
members of the Supreme Court of Judi¬ 
cature on their retirement. A few 
Judges whose genius and service stand 
I out above those of their fellows are 
given the real thing In peerage—a ti¬ 
tle that descends to their sons. 

The House of Lords Is a favorite sub¬ 
ject of ridicule, both In England and 
abroad. A distinguished statesman, on 
Inheriting a title and being compelled 
to transfer his political activities from 
the House of Commons to the upper 
chamber, went round among his ac¬ 
quaintances and asked to be condoled 
with. 

•‘Speaking to the House of Lords." he 
said, “is like talking to an assembly 
of corpses by candle light."

Sleep During Sessions. 


fCorrespordence of the Courier-Journal.] 

London. Nov. 9.—Americans are 
prone to believe that the members otf 
the British House of Lords are noth¬ 
ing but the sons of their farthers; that 
their titles, honors and privileges are 
Inherited and not won by any merit of 
their own. While this is true of a good 
many, it is by no means true of a4i 
British peers. 

No fewer than 188 out of the 636 
members of the House of Lords won 
their titles by hard wwk and con¬ 
spicuous sendee of their country in 
one line or other. 

It Is hardly necessary to tell of 
the services of such world-famous sol¬ 
diers as Lord Roberts, Lord Kitchener 
aurd I»rd Woteeley. They have all re¬ 
ceived the highest honors their coun¬ 
try’ can bestow, including large grants 
of money as well as titles. But it 
would be easy to pick out a score of 
other members of the House of Lords 
who are great Generals. In most cases, 
however, their titles have been inherit¬ 
ed, not won by uhelr ©klH In the art 
of war. Lord Methuen and Lord Dum- 
donald are good types of this class of 
peer. 

Among the peers who have won their 
titles In civil 1!^| It would be hand to 
find a better example of the self-made 
man than Lord Strathcona and Mount 
Royal. He left Scotland in his youth 
plain DomUd Smith, with hraoxlly a pen 
ny In his pocket and nobody to help 
him save himself. He went to Canada 
and rose to be the greatest man In the 
country. 

There Is no name more Intimately 
connected than hts wiith the develop¬ 
ment of the Dominion. The building 
of the Canadian Pacific railway was 
due to him more than to any other 
man. He hold© the railways of Can¬ 
ada in the hollow of his hand as if 
they were so many wires ind he the 
wire-puller. 

Burt perhaps his greatest achievement 
to come back to EngkuuJ, his fame 
and fortune made, and marry a beau¬ 
tiful and socially expert but penniless 
girl, who has made him one of the 
greatest powers in British society. He 
ha# become, through her help, an ln- 
Um6U.e friend of King Edward, the 
German Emperor and most of the other 
potentates of Europe. But he does not 
care much for the eodaj racket; he 
apendw the evening of his life In pro¬ 
moting the Interests of bis beloved 
Canada., as High Commissioner in Lon¬ 
don. 

Another peer whose rlghjt to a titu¬ 
lar reward cannot be questioned Is 
John Burns, first Lord Inverclyde. 

The wonderful work done In Egypt 
by Lord Cromer Is well known, but 
many people In America seems to have 
the Idea that he inherited his title. 
That is not the case. He started ht« 
career as Evelyn Barring, and won his 
peerage by hi? own good work as a 
soldier, a financier, a diplomatist and 
an administrator. 

Lord Milner, who ranks second In 
public Estimation among Brltfeh colo¬ 
nial administrators, although he la 
probably by no means second In abil¬ 
ity. also won his title. He was once 
an obscure newspaper man. but got a 
billet In the Board of Trade nrd worked 
his way up to hts present position. 

Lord Curaon of Kedleston la gen¬ 
erally regarded In America as a mem¬ 
ber of the House of Lords. It Is true 
that he Is a peer who won his title by 
brilliant service as a statesman before 
he was made Viceroy of India, but he 
Is an Irish peer, and not one of the 
representative peers at that. He chose 
this kind of title In preference to an 
English peerage because he did not 
wish to sit In the House of Lords. After 
he finishes his work in India, he In¬ 
tends to resume hte Parliamentary ca¬ 
reer. 

Among the scientists who have been 
rewarded with peerages, William 
Thompson, first Lord Kelvin, Is one 
of the foremost. 

Lord Rothchtld, the famous banker, 
won his title by patriotic services to 
the Government In the financial sphere, 
and by hi© munificent benefactions to 
the poor of London and other cities 

No title was better earned jLhan th^t 
of Lord Lister, who discovered the an¬ 
tiseptic treatment In surgery. Like 
Lord Kelvin, he was once president of 
the Royal Society, and he is unques¬ 
tionably the foremost English surgeon 
to-day. 

The Marquis of Ripon was at one 
time one of the greatest men in En¬ 
gland. but In recent years he ha© drop¬ 
ped out of sight and gone Into strict 


The present Duke of Devonshire, who 
ns Lord Hartlngton, a “younger son," 
was one of the most energetic and bril¬ 
liant members of the House of Com¬ 
mons, now regularly goes to sleep 
whenever he attends a session of the 
House of Lords. The English carlcatur* 
lets always drew him wrapped In slum- 
ber, and they do not exaggerate. He 
Is not the only man who sleeps In that 
August assembly. The writer once 
counted no fewer than fourteen noble 
lords who were dozing off In a House 
which at that moment contained only 
fifty-three members. 

The sleepy atmosphere of the cham¬ 
ber, however, is no proper criterion of 
the mental caliber of the men who 
compose It. As a matter of fact they 
are mostly above the level of the mem¬ 
bers of the House of Commons In In* 
tellect and knowledge; but there is 
practically nothing for them to do ex¬ 
cept transact routine business. 

It Is very seldom that the House of 
Lords has a really serious subject to 
debate, and the Conservatives are In 
such an overwhelming majority that 
even when a great topic does come 
up. the debate Is onesided, and there¬ 
fore uninteresting. Consequently, there 
is the strange spectacle of a batch of 
the ablest men Great Britain can pro¬ 
duce—men who have been picked out 
for the highest rewards that the King 
can bestow because of their transcend¬ 
ent achievements—assembled together 
to do practically nothing. They are men 
above the average of most parliamen¬ 
tary assemblies In intellect and char¬ 
acter. but no work is given them to 
do that Is of any Importance, and con¬ 


sequently they have become the laugh¬ 
ing stock of two continents. 

To show th* character of the House 
it is only necessary to analyze its com¬ 
position. Two archbishops and twen¬ 
ty-four bishops are members, not 
counting the Bishop of Sodor and Man, 
who has a seat In the House but not 
a vote. There Is a strong feeling among 
other denominations in Great Britain 
that this representation of the Anglican 
Church, alone among religious commu¬ 
nities, Is very unfair and should be 
abolished. However that may be. It Is 
none the less true that these twenty- 
seven men have earned their seats In 
the House of Peers, and not Inherited 
them. Their rise In the church was in 
all cases due to their own ability, and 
they are. without exception, men who 
stand far above the average in charac¬ 
ter and intellect. 

The representative peers of Scotland 
and Ireland must also be regarded as 
men who have obtained their seats In 
the House by merit and not by birth. 
Of course, they obtain them by birth 
In a w'ay, because if they were not peers 
they would not be eligible for election. 
The Scottish peers elect sixteen of their 
number to sit In the House of Lords, 
and the Irish peers elect twenty-eight. 
These representatives .are almost inva¬ 
riably the best and ablest men of their 
order. Going through the list It is im¬ 
possible to find a single name among 
the forty-four w'hlch is not that of a 
man w'ho Is distinguished In some way 
unconnected with the fortune of his 
birth. 

Then there are the half dozen life 
peers, who, of course, have been ap¬ 
pointed on their own merits. These are 
the “law lords," and they are all men 
whose reputation Is not merely nation¬ 
al. but International. among Jurists. 

So far we have counted seventy-seven 
members of the House who owe their 
positions to themselves and not to their 
fathers. To these should be added one 
hundred and eleven members to whom 
peerages, with descent to their sons, 
have been awarded for dlatlgulshed ser¬ 
vices as statesmen, soldiers, scientists, 
philanthropists, administrators of colo¬ 
nies, diplomatists, merchant princes and 
public workers generally.

There is no lack of men In the House 
of Lx>rds who have won their titles by 
public service,fully as distinguish <1 as 
that of the peers whose names have 
been mentioned, but there Is no ©price 
In which to refer to all of the hundred 
and odd who have been made lord# by 
Queen ViotOTia and King Edward. 

It must not be supposed, however, 
that these peers who have won their 
titles are Invariably the greatest mem¬ 
bers of the House of Lords, or th-» mem¬ 
bers w'ho have performed ihe most val¬ 
uable public service. The Idea ?o pre¬ 
valent. that a British lord is a rake and 
a spendthrift and a worthless person 
generally, is most incorrect and unjun. 
'There are a few w'ho come under the 
condemnation, but the percentage Is 
certainly much lower than It would be 
among any body of men as numerous, 
taken at random, while the percentage 
of men who are doing great and good 
work Is far higher, even taking only 
those peers whose titles have come to 
them because they are the sons of their 
fathers.

MANY LIVES LOST THOSE DAYS. 


Nashville, Twin., Nov 19.—[Special.] 
—No part of the history of the eoun- 
try’srtlevelopment contain© more stories 
of thrilling Interest than that which 
has to deal with Its navigable streams 
from the time when they offered a dan¬ 
gerous thoroughfare for the daring ex¬ 
plorer an down through the days when 
ateamboatlng w f as at It* zenith. 

Going to moke up tihe more alluring 
chapters In these later day annals are 
stories of memorable speed corobcsts, 
where fire boxes were crammed with 
Inflammables and piston rods were 
driven to the breaking point; of die- 
aster*. when the wild cry of fire sent 
a thrill of horror to the *oul* of the 
human freight; of terrible explosion*, 
sending scores of men, women and 
children Into eternity, and not Infre¬ 
quently of deeds of inspiring heroism, 
such as that of Jim Bludso, of the 
Pradrie Belle, whose unsw’ervlng cour¬ 
age and unconventional Ideas on mat¬ 
rimony have been perpetuated in verse. 

The casualty lists upon the Western 
water*, before the railroad train sup¬ 
planted the floating palace as a popu¬ 
lar means of transportation, would 
make volume*, and the tradition* of 
some of those disasters which the river 
men have handed down would afford 
abundant and ample entertainment. 
The story goes that tihe first steamboat 
explosion, that of the Washington on 
the Ohio, moved the pulpit to point to 
K a* a warning and protest against the 
misdirected efforts of mankind. 

Many of the more absorbing incidents 
of steamboat history have their loca¬ 
tion, a* might well be expected, upon 
the Mississippi, wihere the steamboat 
achieved its greatest pretensions. But 
not without Its proportion is the chilly, 
swiftly flowing Cumberland, the efforts 
to Improve the navigation of which 
are now beginning to show material 
results.

N\» more picturesque stream flow* 
through any country than the Cumber¬ 
land, winding It* way along a rock- 
ribbed channel from the mountains of 
Kentucky to the Ohio, draining with 
Its tributary* the bluegrass region of 
Tennessee. 

With the earliest history of the Cum¬ 
berland settlement, it is intimately con¬ 
nected. Up the stream the fleet of the 
doughty John Doneison. bearing the 
women and children and the simplest 
household goods of the pioneers, work¬ 
ed it sway. Down Its current the Ten¬ 
nessee supporters of George Rogers 
Clark, In his projected expedition 
against the Spanish frontier, drifted 
and erected a fort at the river's mouth. 
Aaron Burr floated with Us tide and 
dreamed Impossible dreams of empire. 
A prince of a royal house of Bourbon, 
In exile, later to be a king of France, 
Journeyed along its banks. The prince, 
afterwards Louis Phllllppe, whose fath¬ 
er w'as guillotined in 1793. was in Ten¬ 
nessee In 1797, accompanied by his two 
brothers, Count de Montpensier anil 
Count Beaujolals, arrived in Nashville 
on May 10, where, owing to the large 
crowd In the city. It being court week, 
they were forced to sleep three ln a 
bed. 

The rlv**r in the olden days was the 
most practicable route to Natchez and 
New Orleans, parties going down by fiat 
boat and returning over the historic 
old Natchez trace. When Mrs. Rarhel 
Robards decided to Rave her husband 
and Join her family in Natchez, sh*» 
went thus with Andrew' Jackson, her 
future husband, us an escort to protect 
her In case of an Indian attack.

Early Steamboats. 


Old Hi. kory arid the Red Rover. After 
them came still finer boat? to meet the 
demand when It b**enme the fashion 
for Nashville folk to run down to New 
Orleans to do shopping and see the 
opera. Among the letter class were the 
Tennessee, the (Governor Jones, the 
Harry Hill and the superb Amer.ca. 
In these latter day'? speed contests 
wmich have made the old-time bonts 
of the Mississippi famous became the 
vogue on the Cumberland. Th* races 
of the Nashville and the Talleyrand 
against each other's time between New 
Orleans and Nashville w’ere memorable. 
In May, 1843. the Nashville reduced the 
record to six days and thirteen hours 
The next trip of the Talleyrand had 
as Its particular object the beating of 
her rival's time, and she did so. her 
arrival at the Nashville w'harf being 
an eventful occasion. Up the river she 
came with her band playing, her deck 
hands singing and flapping in the 
wind wa* a great w’hite banner on 
wiiich \srtis printed: “Five day© and 
■twenty-three hours from port to port." 
The penvs of her record-breaking trip 
had been anticipated, and a great 
throng of people greeted her at the 
wharf, w'hile a cannon ©alute In her 
honor was fired. The triumph of the 
owners of tihe Talleyrand and her 
friends, however, was short lived, for 
In June the Nashville made the Journey 
in five days and twelve hours. This 
Is recorded as p>robably the best time 
ever made by a Na?hville-New Orleans 
packet.

Disasters On the River. 


The Cumberland has claimed her own 
particular share of wrecks from snags, 
fire© and other cause©, but few' of them 
have been attended with extraordinary 
loss of life. In the onnol* of the river 
there Is nothing so romantically hor¬ 
rible ns the burning of the Charles 
Belcher, whose wiieel was seized by a 
beautiful young woman a* the boat, 
ablaze from stem to stern, raced wildly 
dowm the Mississippi. Nor Is there any¬ 
thing to compare with the weird ©tory 
of the Saluda, on the Missouri. wbo*e 
fate w’aa foretold by a Mormon elder, 
and whose bell uncannily observed the 
anniversary of the explosion even after 
It hnd been transferred to a church 
steeple. But the Cumberland did have 
Its Jim Bludso, a negro pilot on the 
John Randolph, who dl^d at hla wheel. 

The John Randolph, as she came up 
the river on March 16. 1836. took fire, 
and reached the end of her Journey In a 
full blaze. Dave Craft, her pilot, a 
slave, some say. an ex-slave according 
to others, stayed at hte post and steer¬ 
ed for the wharf. The rope, however, 
was burned In two after the wharf was 
touchod, and the vessel swung out Into 
the stream and burned to the water’s 
edg*\ Dave Craft’s heroic soul went 
up In the smoke of the wreck, and tw'o 
other slaves lost their live©. The 
freight aboard, which u'as burned, was 
valued at $200,000. 

The most notable steimiboat disaster, 
however, in connection with Cumber¬ 
land river navigation was the loss of 
the steamer which was carrying Mar¬ 
quis Lafayette from Nashville In 1825. 
The distinguished Frenchman, -after 
being the guest of Tenne^ee. departed 
by steamer for < Cincinnati. After the 
vessel reached the Ohio she struck a 
.«nag and sank, the first reports reach¬ 
ing Nashville of the wreck containing 
the dreadful news that the Marquis 
had lost his life. When It was learned 
that Lafayette’s life had been saved 
the fact was greeted with an extraor¬ 
dinary demonstration. 

One of the queerest incidents on the 
Tiver w*\s that befalling the City of 
Huntsville in 1843, while trying to make 
a landing at Hartsvilhe during high 
water. The boat's prow* hung up on 
the bank and before It could be freed 
the river w'ent dow'n two feet. The 
boat finally slid off the bank and went 
stern foremost straight to the bottom. 

Five or six lives were lost in the 
sinking of the City of Huntsville while 
trying to run the Palmyra Island 
shoals in the early fifties. 

On the bank of the river In the vlqln 
Ity of Harpeth shoals Is a cabin whose 
chimneys were once the smokestack* 
of » vessel wrecked on the shoals, the 
steamer, according to tradition, having 
been the Mary' Stuart.

The completion of Lock A. eliminat¬ 
ing as it does Harpeth Shoals, marks 
a now era In the history of navigation 
on Che Cumberland, th^ *hoal* being 
a htetorhc obstruction. Th:* first steam¬ 
er ever operating on the river was sunk 
there over seventy-five years ago. and 
In low' water seasons the sho:»N have 
continued a menace to traffic ever 
since. The first steamboat to arrive in 
Nashville was the Gen. Jackson, built 
In Pittsburg and o-wned by Gov. Will¬ 
iam Carroll and a Mr. Whiting. She 
wus the twenty-second steamer to ply 
the Mississippi, am! at the time sh«‘- 
was launched wae pronunooed or.«e of 
the best boats passing through the 
Ohio river country. She svn* of 159 
tons and arrived her* about the rtrK of 
July'. 1818. On her lndthil voyage she 
was commanded by Oa<pt. B. Hopkins. 
The Gen. Jackson was followed in 1820 
by the Rifleman and th» Gen. R»>bert- 
son. After eix months' running the 
latter bl*Mv up eight miles below F/l ly- 
ville. Five people, three of •them ladles, 
were killed by the explosion, two men 
were blown into the river nnd drowned 
and or^ was badly seaJded. The ves¬ 
sel. however, was not destroyed, and 
two years afterward was snagged 
twelve miles below New Madrid and 
sunk. Shortly after the explosion on 
the Gen. Robertson the Gen Jackson’s 
mb:hap occurred, the steamer running 
on a snag In Harpeth Shouts and sink¬ 
ing. though most of her caj-go wus 
saved- and no live? a re recorded ns 
having been lost. 

The plonker crafts w*‘ re qu ckly jcin**i 
by’ other boats, among them being the 
James Ross, the Fayette, the Fell- 
olurra, the Cumberland, the Ge t. Greene 
and the Nashville. The last-: am d boat 
in 1823 made the trip of 1.200 miles 
from New Orleans in fourte-n days and 
a half, the achievement being notable 
enough to have found a place in the i 
river’s history'. All the vessels, how-! 
ever, were clumsy* orafL

In Its Zenith. 

As new’ hosts were built they were 
designed on larger and more preten¬ 
tious plan?. It was ln the thirties, how¬ 
ever. before the boats began to rise to 
the dignity of floating palaces. Among 
the prominent boats of this period w’ere 
the Tennessee, which afterward? en- : 
countered disaster attended wkh fear¬ 
ful loss of life on the Mississippi; the 
John Randolph and the Ellen Kirk man. 
Early in the forties some of the most 
notable boats ever operated on the river 
went Into commission Among th^m 
were the Nashville, the Talleyrand, the 


The most dreadful disasters which 
Cumberland river boats have figured 
In have occurred on the Mississippi. 

The Tennessee, a Nashville and New 
Orleans boat, was sunk In the lower 
Mississippi In 1832 and sixty-two per¬ 
sons, mostly deck passengers, were 
lost. The Belle of Clarksville, another 
Nashville boat, went down near Old 
Town Landing In 1844, and thirty-three 
live* were lost, principally deckhands. 
In 1846 the steamer Saladin. with Sena¬ 
tor Bate as mud clerk, collided with 
and sank the Congress at Washington 
Point. Two Talleyrand*, the first and 
second, -were lost tn the Mississippi. 
The Knoxville blew up in New Or¬ 
leans In 1861. many lives being lost. The 
H R. W. Hill ran into and sank the 
Great Western near Princeton In 1864, 
the accident being accompanied with 
great loss of life. 

Still another tragic accident befall¬ 
ing a Nashville packet on the parent 
stream occurred In 1867. when the Da¬ 
vid White. Capt Dan Kinr.ey, blew up 
art Greenville. Miss. Many people were 
killed in the explosion, among'the mem¬ 
ber being several officers of the steam¬ 
er whose homes were in Nashville 
Capt. Kinney was In the cabin over the 
boilers and wa* blown into the river. 
One of the officers on the boat who 
escaped was Capt. T. M. Gallagher’s 
father. On the boat at the time was 
Capt. Shaw, whose name Is associated 
with that of the heroic scout. Sam Da¬ 
vis, to whose memory a monument is 
to be erected on Capitol Hill. 

With the careful watch which officers 
of the Federal Government keep on 
steamboats and ut-amboatmen now and 
the gigantic efforts which are con¬ 
stantly going forward toward improv¬ 
ing the navigable Ptreams accidents 
are becoming less and less In number 
and importance. Only last y'ear the 
Cumberland was snagged by the Gov¬ 
ernment «niigbont from Burnside to; 
Paducah, while the opening of Lock* 
A and No. 1. which will be celebrated 
Saturday, will eliminate many natural ; 
Obstruct Ions. 

Even with this advancement, how¬ 
ever, wrecks now and then will occur, 
a* they have nt frequent intervals In 
recent years, but no longer are th*y 
attended with material loss of life, and 
one is well-nigh as mfe In Journeying 
on a. Cumberland river packet to-day 
a* he Is In his bed.

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The State of Illinois gets far more 
money for its corn crop than the com¬ 
bined revenues of all the Latln-Amer- 
Ican governments except the four n;o*t 
Important ones—Mexico. Chile. Argen¬ 
tina and Brazil. Take the sixteen sov¬ 
ereign republics of Hayti, San Domin¬ 
go, Salvador, Costa Rica, Honduras, 
Guatemala. Nicaragua, Colombia, Ven¬ 
ezuela, Ecuador, Peru, Uruguay, Para¬ 
guay, Bolivia. Cuba and Panama, and 
you will find that their national reve¬ 
nues do not exceed seventy millions of 
dollars annually. Illinois gets twenty- 
five millions of dollars more for her 
corn crop. 

And It must be remembered that all 
this vast wealth is of recent creation. 
As late as 1859. the United states im¬ 
ported corn from England, but the great 
extension of maize growing in the Mid¬ 
dle West and the South soon made that 
forever Impossible again. By 1879 Illi¬ 
nois was producing 105 bushel* per head 
of its population, and since then the 
corn production has Increased by leaps 
and bounds. Wyoming now comes low¬ 
est on th*- list of the States and Ter¬ 
ritories In the matter of corn. Its crop 
ln 1903 amounted to the mere trifle of 
45,784 bushels, but that was larger than 
the production of many of the sover¬ 
eign Powers of Europe. 
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Its Varied Usefulness. 


Illinois, Iowa, Kansas. Nebraska, In¬ 
diana. Missouri and <-»hlo are the great¬ 
est corn-producing States; but it must 
be borne In mind that the corn crop, 
apart even from its food value and its 
Importance as a vitailzer of the mon¬ 
ey market, Is the sovereign considera¬ 
tion In manufacturing centers through¬ 
out this broad land. It ha* been well 
said that “corn permeates the indus¬ 
trial fabric." It furnishes the raw ma¬ 
terial for a thousand Industrie?. It is 
used In the building of a battleship and 
in the making of a child’s rubber ball. 
There Is no staple of which the by¬ 
products are more numerous and valu¬ 
able. 

Nearly all of the long array of break¬ 
fast foods, served to us In so many 
disguises nowadays, consist In reality 
of corn. So do an infinite number of 
Jellies, meals, starches, syrups, cara¬ 
mels. gumdrops, and other eatables, in¬ 
to wlhich glucose, starch and other 
properties of com largely enter. 

Cellulose, which l* a by-product of 
com. Is used for packing the coffer¬ 
dams of battleships, and the navies of 
the world would find It hard to get 
atong without it or to get an equally 
satisfactory substitute. The wine and 
beer trade? depend upon corn for their 
raw material to an extent that would 
surprise the layman. Germinated brew*- 
er’s meal _'omes from corn, and who 
has not heard of the famous “co’n 
whisky?" Americans have carried It 
right round the globe, like the corncob 
pipe.

France drink© the most wine and Bel¬ 
gium the most beer. The United States 
as a consumer of spirits, beer and wine 
runs far behind must countne*. The 
monthly summary of commerce and 
finance, i®sii'*d by tlv> t Department of 
Commerce and Labor, says: 

“France shows the heaviest consump¬ 
tion of the most concentrated beverage 
©plrts, viz,, 2.51 gallon* r»er Inhabitant. 
The other countries following in the order 
of the'r r*’r capita consumption of spirits, 
are: Sweden, 2.13 gallons; Germany, 2.11 
gallons; Belgium, 1.42 gallons. United 
Kingdom. 1 38 gallons: United State*. 1.35 
gallons; Russia, 1-29 gallons, and Italy, 
.34 gallons. 

“The fixtures per capita of beer con¬ 
sumption iVveal the fact that Belgium 
stands at the head of the nations, Ks per 
capita consumption being 56.59 gallon*: 
second In order Is the United Kingdom, 
with 35.42 gallons, w’h'.le Germany, which 
shows the largest absolute figures of eon. 
sumption in the matter of per capita con¬ 
sumption, takes third place, with 30.77 
gallons; the United States follows whh 
15.04 gallons 

# “The consumption rtf wine may be said 
*to lie concentrated In two countries, 
chiefly Franco and Italy. The figures of 
per capita consumption In these countries 
—34.73 gallons In France ond St.5*1 gallons 
tn Italy—are almost Identical with those 
shows for beer by the United Kingdom 
aud Germany.”

When the doctor prescribes medicine 
for you. It is safe to bet that a large 
proportion of the ingredients come from 
com. When you ride your automobl e 
or your cycle you are under an obliga¬ 
tion to the com crop, for a composi¬ 
tion of rubber is now made from corn, 
and Is laregly used In place of the real 
article from the forests of South Amer¬ 
ica. When you buy a gally-eolorel 
shirt or print frock, you may be pretty 
sure that the coloring matter for It 
has been obtained from corn. 

The list of by-products might b? 
lengthened almost Indefinitely. Millions 
of w’hirrlng factory wheels would have 
to stop running for lack of raw mate¬ 
rial If. for any reason, the corn crop 
utterly faHed, and raisons upon mil¬ 
lions of operators would be out cf 
work. 

Out on the wide, treeles© plains of 
the West. In Kansas and Nebraska, It 
was the custom, until recent years, to 
burn corn for fuel. In many places, 
when it w’as down to ten or fifteen 
cents a bushel. It w’a* cheaper to grow 
It for this purpose than to transport 
any other kind of fuel that was avail¬ 
able. A hundred bushels were reck¬ 
oned equal ln heaiJng pow*er to a coni 
of the best hard wood. But corn his 
ceased to be used for thl© purpose, even 
on the Western prairies, since Its rlso 
in price In recent years. 

• • • 

Transportation An Item. 
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More than with most otheT crops, 
the problem of transportation plays a 
supremely Important part ln the cal¬ 
culations of the American corn grow¬ 
er and corn buyer. A bushel of corn 
hit h usually to be carried many hun¬ 
dred of miles by railway before it can 
be put on a lake steamer at Duluth or 
on an ocean-going vessel at one of the 
ports on the Atlantic or Pacific Key¬ 
board. And then It has to be trans¬ 
ported thousands of miles to the mar¬ 
kets of Europe or the Far East, a© tho 
case may be. It may well happen th it 
before it reaches its destination th* 
..rigInal price of the bushel has beer* 
more than doubled by Lhe cost of trans¬ 
portation. 

Al Ban Francisco an immense ship¬ 
ping Is required every year to carry 
awav the corn crop that comes pouring 
into thiilL busy city. The available ton¬ 
nage varies largely from year to year, 
and there Is annually much ©pecula¬ 
tion there, which turns mainly on tha 
rates of freight. These vary with thY 
supply, in some years, all the way 
from $14 to $19 a ton; and great for¬ 
tunes may be los<l or made in a <Ly 
In San Francisco simply by speculating 
In the perplexing problem of the trans¬ 
portation of corn.

It Is not generally known that then© 
are more than three hundred varieties 
of corn, and that they differ nm^ng 
themselves more than those of any 
other cereal Some comes to maturity 
ln two months; others in seven months. 
Some are us many feet high a* o-Ohers 
are Inches; some have kernels eleven 
tlmej* larger than others. But of all 
these varieties, only three are common 
and widely grown—th? "Flint." east of 
I^ike Erie and north of Maryland. Ihe 
“Dent." south and west of the** points; 
and the “Hore!noth’’ In the South, 
where It grows along with the “Dent." 

“Green” corn, th** great American 
delicacy of today, was a most import¬ 
ant article of food among the North 
American Indian© In their prime, and 
many tribes celebrated its season by 
religious festivals and elaborate 
thanksgiving ceremonials. The white 
American of to-day only follows the ex¬ 
ample of the red American of ye^ter- 
day In giving thank© for corn first 
and foremost of all the fruits of the 
earth. Corn is still, as It was then, th© 
bulwark of the social order, the main¬ 
spring of Industry, the creartor and sus- 
talner of civilization.

THE FIRST MUSICAL COMEDY. 


When John H©!llng*h©ad kirdled the 
"lamp of burlesque" at the Gai«*;y Thea¬ 
ter. Jxmdon, thirty-five years ago he 
practically founded the modern mu*i<\il 
comedy. There 
were made and rtill 
are made the pro* 
duottons which at¬ 
tain world-wide 
popularity and 
nerve na models for 
hundreds of infer¬ 
ior artlsta. For It 
is a port of the 
English dramatic 
creed that of late 
years all mueittU 
wonders are mere 
variation* of the 
methods first 
crystallised into 
wwll-deflned ©hap© 
CLIFFORD LEIGH in the "girl" muir.c- 
al comedies of the 

past decade. 

Clifford Leigh, W‘ho Interprets the role 
of Lord Dunsmore, a drawling English 
bankrupt In "A Girl From Dixie." the 
musical comedy which comes to the Ma¬ 
sonic Theater this werk. b^gan his ca¬ 
reer as a call boy, ar.d Is one of th© two 
surviving member* of Holllng^head's re¬ 
markable company. He ha.** played ev¬ 
erything from small b»»y parts to Icodhig 
comedian, and possesses that versatility 
which comes only from the rigid system 
In vogue at that period. 

Thirty-five years ago Offenbach was In 
the zenith of his popularity. ‘The Grand 
Duchess" had set alj Europe brasy with Us 
delicious music, and through the vim of 
Mme. Schneider, the creator of the title 
role, opera bouffe was all the rage. Of 
course, HoJlingshead followed the popu¬ 
lar policy of monagers, and started In to 
give the public Juafl what they seemed 
to wamt. ‘The Princes.* of Trebimnde." 
toy Offenbach, which had been nn Im¬ 
mense success In Paris, was produced at 
the old Gaiety, with John L. Tool©, Nel¬ 
lie Farren and Constance Loeeby in the 
nrtrvcipal roles Mr. Leigh, who wits 
'hfr*. aaya that the translated book of 
the opera was very weak, and some of 
the members did not seem to catch on. 
Then this clever trio of fun-makers were 
given fr-e licence to Introduce gags, bus¬ 
iness and new musical specialties, a priv¬ 
ilege almost unknown In those days of 
conservative old England, and thus was 
the first germ of musical comedy hatched 
odt. A new departure in succixwling pro¬ 
ductions was made. While designed as 
tourlesquer*. they were. In fact, of the 
nature of pot-pourri, to which several 
authors and musicians and even actor* 
and octreeee* themselves largely con¬ 
tributed. From this Hnss of entertain¬ 
ment the evolution of musical comedy 
was tkiw and gradual, until to-day we 
have full-fledged musical comedy, for 
which In many cases the music has been 
contributed by no less than twelve o>m- 
jmirrr*. carrying out the very Idea em¬ 
bodied In the first inception of musical 
comedy 

Of the original trio of fun-makers only 
John L. Took* still lives. He is a feeble 
old ma.n. Nellie Farren. for more than 
a quarter of a century the Idol of Lon¬ 
don play-goers, recently made her exit 
from life’s rtage. These were the real 
pioneers of musical comedy, but other 
theaters and other companies In a lesser 
degree contributed to th* foundations of 
the modern musical comedy. 

At the Strand Theater atom the same 
time a crowd, of merry mummers, al¬ 
though keeping more olorely to the lines 
of old-fashioned burlesque, were evolv¬ 
ing new Ideas. No longer were the spok¬ 
en lines In doggerel ver»r and rhyming 
couplet-, as In tto old burteeqmv* „(

Dr. John Doran, in his work on The 
Stage, * says th*it the encore was intro¬ 
duced In England during tl> • a aaon of 
17MM710, but be ad«ls that It had been 
known .n London, though no', by nume. 

It had been common 
for persons who rks red nn encore to 
cry out In Italian: "Altra vulti." Wheth¬ 
er or not the encore is called such does 
not seem to matter much, since, In 
France itself, audience* do not way “En¬ 
core!" but "Bls^! Biss!" Lope de Wgn's 
"Sanebo thrt«*a has an nrrungemvnt for 
a second tahienu after the fourth act, 
from which It n:oy to Judged that cur¬ 
tain calls were of extremely early origin 
in Spam. 

History docs not ray when the encore 
was brought to America; probably with 
the first theatrical performance. In 175*2. 
It took root here quickly enough, and 
even in 1830 was branded In the New 
York Tribune os h "public nuisance." On 
the bills of the ohl Theater Condone, at 
144 Broadwrny, was this legend: "On ru*- 
count of the length of the programme 
only two encores will be allowed." A 
>ear ago u manager, William A. Brady, 
came In front of the curtain nt a perform¬ 
ance of "Girls Will Be Girls" and an¬ 
nounced that the clamor for constant 
repetitions must stop. The case of Ada 
Rohan, however, and of the Sprmgfhdd 
fluorine of "The School for Srnndal" 
unique in the annals of the theater in 
America.

Tho clown Is but one In the multitude 
of this **Humpty Dumpty." the latest ex¬ 
travaganza from Drury Lane. Just as in 
London it was the finest pictorial exhibi¬ 
tion ever given In a theater, so here It 
exceed* all preceding plays In the really 
h’gh grade of art In its spectacles As 
much in qimrrtlty has been shown -before, 
nud Its scenic settings havo been surpass¬ 
ed In cost and gorgeousness, but nothing 
like the tasteful richness or prodigal va¬ 
riety In costuming has been displayed 
These results are accomplished with all 
manner of fantastical garments n» to 
ahai**-*, from those of court ladles to 
symtolzed birds and from peasant maid 
to fishes. But none of these guises is 
wrought out In cheap fabrics or gaudy. 
Every stageful of ballet and chorus greet* 
the eye with more colors than could pus. 
s*bly have been put Into Joseph’s coat, 
but every group <rf costumes Is a study 
In shades of a singlo hue. and the as¬ 
semblages give never any offense by 
Jarred harmony. I suppose that the 
clothes were all dyed and stained for the 
purpose. A ransack of all the shops and 
factories on earth wouldn't have discov¬ 
ered them ready made.

When Arthur Collins, the Drury L«rw> 
manager, caw "The Wizard of Oz" in this 
city, and found out that neither the play 
nor the original book was copyrighted l»i 
England, he declared that he would kid¬ 
nap the Scarecrow, th© Tin Woodman, 
from It for his next Christmas panto¬ 
mime. as th©*e annual shows are still 
called In London. He did It, too, atnl 
they were Incidental figures !n "Humpty 
Dumpty" over there.

with tho rest of the material. They have 
had John J. McNally Americanize these 
pieces, anyway, though he has done less 
this time than hitherto, because "Humpty 
Dumpty" Is given with the English pan¬ 
tomime left In and the American monkey- 
shines left out. It was thought that a re¬ 
vival of the harlequinade, with clown nnri 
pantaloon, harlequin and columbine, after 
Its long absence from Broadway, would 
be a welcome novelty. So th© American¬ 
izing process was restricted slmost to the 
introduction of native songs and choruses 
given plctorlally in the Amertean manner. 

In the lobby on the opening night, os 
white folks w'ore pouring in. I saw three 
negroes, two men and a woman, fashion¬ 
ably dressed. I suppose they witnessed 
the performance from somewhere above 
the color line. They were the Johnson, 
Coil and Johnson, who write rhymes and 
melodies for many extravaganzas, and 
they had provided nearly all the new 
musical material for this one. The best

An Arthur Conquest, son of the Georg©

He 
broke a trap on the opening night I 
wonder that h© hasn’t broken hla neck 
ere this. 


The theatrical commotion this week la 
trememlous. Renowned actors are Intro¬ 
ducing n©w f plays and freshening old ones 
In eight Broadway houses. Minnie Mad- 
dorn Flske, brainiest of famed American 
dramatic artists, is vitalizing Ibsen again' 
In "Hedda Gobler;" also popularizing 
him. which was on»-o thought an Impos¬ 
sible thing to do Osbrlelle Hejane. most 
versatile of French stage celebrities, 
passes from nasty farce and comedy Into 
clean drama with "La Robe Rouge," 
which w’c have had In English, with Its 
peasant heroine wrongfully convicted of 
murder by prosecutors who become per¬ 
secutors Amelia Bingham takes so 
small a theater for a revival of "The 
Climbers." and puts so costly n company 
Into It that an evening houseful won’t 
pay tho day’s wages. Julia Marlowe is a 
new Ophelia In "Hamllrt" with Edward 
IT. Sothern. and she Infuses much men¬ 
tality Into the lunacy of th© lovelorn 
maiden. For an original Innovation In 
the mail scene she carries the leaves of 
white roses In a srarf. instead of whole 
flower* in a basket, mid when she tells 
the significance of each token she lets a 
handful of the petala fall through her 
lingers nt the recipient’s feet. Thus the 
Imagination of the poor creature that the 
colorless leaves are flowers of different 
forms and hues Is pitifully Indicated It 
isn’t easy to vary the action of Ophelia. 
This oddity Is pretty and very eloquent. 


People who believe that this country 
suffers from Anglomania In Its theatrical 
taste should see a New York reception of 
a famous London player. I have no doubt 
It Is the same In !x>ut*vflle. Certainly 
here on Hroadway we are all from Mis¬ 
souri; but when they do "show u«" we 
are aa willing to applaud as at first we 
are loath to seem provincial. This atti¬ 
tude was visible at the reappearance of 
Sir Charles Wyndhnm. w f ho came ns a 
stranger to the younger generation, and 
on a new artistic plane to th© old-timers. 
He had sine© his earlier tours In fare© 
advanced to art eminent position as l«or»- 
don’s tirst actor of high comedy pro-

count. Th#* play Is clever, but of a kind 
that wouldn’t be accepted In Broadway 
under ordinary conditions. With Ethel 
Barrymore for Its Sunday the case i«t al¬ 
together different. The theater Is crowded 
by wealth and fashion. 


Fay Davis, who come* forward In one 
of the week’s new plays. Is an English 
actress In so much as ehe began In Lon¬ 
don, and became conspicuous there, before 
she was brought to the American stage; 
but she was bom and bred In New En¬ 
gland, and tried In vain to get a theat¬ 
rical start In Boston and New York. Her 
charm 1* personal and peculiar; so Froh¬ 
man. with all his command of the world’s 
output, hasn’t found It easy to get rotes 
to keep her starring In. I think that one 
written for a totally different kind of ac¬ 
tress now satisfies the demand. The par¬ 
ticulars may interest you. The author of 
this pits'©. "The Rich Mrs. Pepton," Is 
R. C. Ciu-ton. whose wife is the MIsh 
C ompton, of the London theaters Now 
a considerable part of Carton’s penwork 
Is to make plays with amiable, hearty 
and physteaMy heavy heroines for Mrs. 
Compton to embody. For that purpose 
he created th© rich Mrs. Repton. a clear¬ 
headed. warm-hearted, but coarse-mau- 
nered widow, generously good to her 
friends In their various cases of need. Fay 
Davis Is the antithesis of Mrs. Compton- 
Carton, corporally and temperamentally, 
for sh© la eiender. quiet and the seme of 
genttllty Therefore, the widow who was 
robustious In the London production is 
deliciously feminine in the different per¬ 
formance here. And I guess that Carton 
will take in ten times the amount of roy¬ 
alty for his play in America that he has i 
In England, because hi* wife didn’t do well 
with It, and Miss Davis does. 

Mrs. Repton Is a Lady Bountiful, with 
big wad of wit as well as of money. 
Her house Is a kind of club for the trou¬ 
bled. One of the members Is an author 
who can’t g**t his play produced She 
forms a syndicate to exploit It. Another 
Is a lawyer without cltents and with nt> 
Invalid sister to support. She roots for 
him among profitable Htigants. A third 
is a sportive fellow, who may pay his 
debts three month* hence if his horse 
wins a race. She permits him to tell ht* 
creditors that he Is engaged to marry 
her. and so will be able to square his 
aceouif**’’ These case* Involve her and 
her beneficiaries In ludicrous scrapes, es¬ 
pecially the third one. for her bogus fiance 
ha* « real sweetheart to become lealous, 
and the widow has critics who think her 
silly to betroth herself to a chap hardly 
more than half her age

TO SOLVE LABOR PROBLEM. 


ChicagD, Nov. 9.—[Special.]—A Wash¬ 
ington letter to the Tribune says that 
Slg. Edmondo Mayor des Planches, 
Italy's Ambassador to the United 
States, has undertaken a w’ork, which. 
If it is carried through successfully, 
will be of vast benefit to the United 
States, because it seems likely to be 
the first real beginning of a scientific 
solution of the vexed race question. 

The aim of the Ambassador Is to ben¬ 
efit his countrymen who are now arriv¬ 
ing in the United States literally by the 
hundreds of thousands every year. If he 
is successful the benefit to these Italian 
Immigrants cannot be doubted. 

What the people of the United States 
will be most of all Interested In learn¬ 
ing is the fact that these intelligent 
labors of the Ambassador from Italy 
are of such a character that In the end 
they are almost certain. If successfully 
conducted, to revolutionize industrial 
conditions In the Southern States, and 
thereby to eliminate the race ques¬ 
tion as a threatening social and political 
problem of American life.

It Is no wonder that this fact Itself 
was sufficient to attract the attention 
of the Italian Government. It natural¬ 
ly began to look around for some means 
by which to better the conditions of 
the Italians coming to this country. 
Speaking In round numbers, only 20 
per cent, of the South Italians seemed 
to get away from the northern Atlan¬ 
tic seaboard. A vast majority crowd 
the tenements of New York, Boston 
and Philadelphia. Others are building 
railroads in the East and living In 
filthy, movable huts, while still others 
die like sheep In the miserable hovels 
which shelter the laborers in the mines 
of Pennsylvania, Maryland and West 
Virginia. 

It would be hard to Imagine on en¬ 
vironment more completely at odds 
with the old home life of these former 
denizens of sunny Italy.

Alfred Sutro’s “Walls of Jericho” Is 
Conventional From Beginning To 
End, and London Likes It Im¬ 
mensely—The Exact Antithesis Is 
“John Bull’s Other Island,” In 
Which Bernard Shaw Has Provid¬ 
ed Another Treat For His Admir¬ 
ers On Both Sides of the Atlantic.

L ONDON, Nov. 6.—You couldn’t have 
a more significant lesson for play- 
makers than In the evident success 
of “The Walls of Jericho.” by Alfred 
Sut ro. presented by Arthur Bourohler 
and Violet Vanbrugh this week. The 
work stands at the opposite pole from 
Pinero's play at Wyndimm’s Theater, al¬ 
most next door. It is often clumsy nnd 
uncertain in construction, much of the 
"smart dialogue" Is machine-made, the 
situations are conventional—almost as far 
away from Pinero as a playwright could 
get without cutting himself off from ail 
hope o-f production In a fashionable thea¬ 
ter. And yet this wT>rk by a comparative¬ 
ly unskilled dramatist lives and as¬ 
suredly will go on firing for many & 
night after “A Wife Without & Smile,“ 
the latest work of the deftest English 
playwright, has been withdrawn And it 
Is all because Sutro has something to say 
that was worth saying It wasn't any¬ 
thing new, birt It was sincere and force¬ 
ful and straightforward and dramatic. It 
appealed to the moral sense of the audi¬ 
ence, and, moreover, the message was 
delivered through a good. old-fashion*id 
honewt "hero” whom one could respect. 
There Is life yet. U seems, (ft the old-style 
stage hero.

In brief, the Italian Ambisaador, act¬

Cannot Drive Negro Out. 


The negro will remain In the South 
by millions In ail human probability. 
He cannot be driven out, nor should 
he be. The one scientific solution of 
the race problem seems to be, not to 
remove the negro from the South, but 
to increase the strength of the w’hlte 
men In the South. 

The negro is not a mqnAce In the 
Northern States because the colored 
population is so small there that the 
white element completely overshadows 
the black contlngerut, and the two 
races work si^fe by aide In general har. 
mony. 

The negro is a menace to the South 
because In many sections he largely 
outnumbers the whites, and if given 
political control would beyond doubt 
put every department of loca.1 and State 
govenfments Into the hands of negroes, 
to the absolute exclusion of the wddtes, 
and to the ultimate certain destruction 
of property Interests In those communi¬ 
ties.

In the South to-day. In South Caro¬ 
lina, Georgia, Alabama. Mississippi, 
Arkansas, Louisiana, and more par¬ 
ticularly In Texas, there are hundreds 
of thousands of acres of land which Is 
lying idle merely for want of laborers 
to scratch the soil. The labor supply 
of the South to-day Is confined to the 
negro, as It was in 1860. There are op¬ 
portunities to develop coal. Iron, lumber 
and other natural pioducts, to say noth¬ 
ing of the Increased production of cot¬ 
ton. sugar, rice and other staples, 
which have been neglected all these 
years. Tens of millions of people have 
come into the United States, and yet 
scarcely any at all have reached the 
South.

Seem To Shun the South. 


I have just shown that during the 
fiscal year of 1903 there were 91,774 
South Italians destined for New’ York 
State. How many were billed to Miss¬ 
issippi, where Gov. Vardaman com¬ 
plains of the tyranny of black labor? 
Just thlrty-slx. 

The contrast Is startling, and It seems 
to be In absolute defiance of the or¬ 
dinary laws of supply and demand, 
because labor, white or black, is wel¬ 
comed In Mississippi, as In other States. 

Let me run over the figures. There 
are 26 for Arkansas, 7 for Georgia, 2 
for North Carolina, U for South Caro¬ 
lina. 151 for Texas and 67 for Virginia. 
There were 4.815 South Italians who 
went to Louisiana. A large percentage 
of them engaged in the fruit business 
In New Orleans and other towns, while 
there were a few. some of whom I saw 
at work, who went Into the cotton plan¬ 
tations in that State. Taken altogether, 
the total immigration info the Southern 
States for the year cited amounted to 
only 5,203 of these South Italians.

NEWS OF THE CHURCHES. 


WRONG PURPOSE. ; 

♦ 


While it is true that the various 
American religious bodies are showing 
a marked tendency to get together to 
a degree never before realized In the 
religious life of the country, it is a 
matter of great regret to the leaders 
w’ho are working for organic union be- 
tw’een some of the bodies that a more 
or less close affiliation seems to be the 
most that Is likely of accomplishment 
for some years to come. There are 
many, on the other hand, who hold that 
such affiliation, carrying with it a 
friendly co-operation In the work of 
home and foreign missions and other 
church benevolences, is all that Is de¬ 
sirable now or at any lime. These hold 
that the separation of the Protestant 
Church into denominations is by no 
mea<ns unfortunate and that by it the 
efficiency of Christian work Is promot¬ 
ed. At the same time they express grat¬ 
ification that the day of Interdenomi¬ 
national bitterness has passed, but held 
that friendship and co-operation do not 
Imply union, e. 'ier present or ulti¬ 
mate. It Is pointed out that plans of 
union, even if definitely agreed upon 
between leading men in various bodies, 
are very likely to fall when they come 
up for action before a whole denomina¬ 
tion. and that objectors to organic 
union are in many cases supporters of 
plans for affiliation. Of the union 
plans now’ before the churches for defi¬ 
nite action practically none seems 
reasonably certain of accomplishment.

! States listed by the immigration bu¬ 
reau no less than 233.546 were former 
, subjects of the king of Italy. Of this 
i enormous Influx of Italians only 37,429 
1 were from the northern provinces of 
Italy. . The remainder. 197,117, were 
of the cine® know n to Immigration offi¬ 
cers as South Italians. 

These Immigrants from southern 
Italy are practically all of the agri¬ 
cultural class. One w’ould expect to 
find them leaving the seaboard and 
going Into the Interior, taking up land 
and developing the country’, as did the 
Scandinavians and Germans, who 
proved to be such important factors In 
the building up of the northwest. 

Possibly It was the climate of the 
northern States which kept these 
southern Italians out of the fields, but 
more probably it was their poverty, 
which required them to earn a living 
within a few’ hours after their arrival 
In the home of the brave and land of 
the free. 

• • • 

Too Many In the Cities. 

The painful fact Is that these Ital¬ 
ians. who are. as I have said, normally 
a class of agricultural laborers, have 
become congested along the northern 
Atlantic seaboard and almost entirely 
in the great cities or In the more grlm- 


One can readily’ understand that the 
Scandinavians, the Germans and the 
Irish should naturally have held them¬ 
selves close to the Northern States, 
where climatic conditions were similar 
to those they had left at home. By 
this same law- of climatic conditions 
the South Italians should have gone 
Into our Southern States. It so hap¬ 
pened when they began to come heTO 
practically all of them were In one way 
or another under the influence of the 
padrone system, which best flourishes 
in the large cities. In the great manu¬ 
facturing centers, or In mining and 
railroad work, w here men could be sold 
to employers in large blocks. 

The padrone system has been largely 
destroyed, but the tide of Italian im¬ 
migration has naturally followed be¬ 
tween the dikes which were originally 
built by the padrones and which, I have 
heard It whispered, were at least ig¬ 
nored If not encouraged by certain of¬ 
ficials of the Italian Government here 
In America in years gone by. 

The new Italian Ambassador Is a 
progressive man. He has been shocked 
at the congestion of his countrymen in 
the great cities and in the mines and 
railroad camps. His attention has b?en 
Invited to the South. At first he had 
the broad acres of Texas more par¬ 
ticularly In view, but within the last 
week or so bis attention has been more 
or less directed to the fact that In 
Georgia. Alabama, Milsriselpp! and 
Louisiana there are thousands upon 
thousands of acres of the finest kind 
of land w’hich can be had almost for 
the asking. That Is to say, the South¬ 
ern owners will hire any man who 
comes along, white or black, for wages, 
or they will rent the land for a small 
sum, payable either in cash or produce, 
when the crop Is harvested, or they will 
rent the plantation on shares and ad¬ 
vance the renter as much as he needs 
to cultivate the land- 

Slg. Edmondo Mayor des Planches, 
the Italian Ambassador, has studied 
the question since his arrival, has re¬ 
ported the situation to his Govern¬ 
ment and has been instructed to take 
lhe preliminary steps to divert the 
Italian immigrants In this country Into 
the South and Southwest. The influ¬ 
ence of the Ambassador is enormous, 
and when he makes up his mind as to 
the best locality this country Is likely 
to see an influx of agricultural white 
labor into the South, which. In the 
course of a few years w’ould restore the 
balance of pow r er and place It once 
more in the hands of the white men.

Would Settle Negro Question, 


Organic union betw’een the Methodist 
Protestant and United Brethren de¬ 
nominations seems more promising at 
the present time than does any other 
union plan. Roth these bodies are in¬ 
cluded In the proposed General Council 
of the United Churches on w’hich the 
Con gTegrat tonal Is te and Methodist Prot¬ 
estants have acted favorably and Unit¬ 
ed Brethren are to act at their general 
conference next springy But the Gen¬ 
eral Council will be four a name for a 
close affiliation, and leaders In the two 
bodies first named are urging organic 
unioru Congregationolists may also 
come Into the scheme, but many con¬ 
sider It Improbable. There are others 
who hold that the United Brethren and 
Methodist Protestants wtH be satisfied 
with affiliation and will never get far¬ 
ther. Even if organic union Is accom¬ 
plished between these bodies It will 
take at least four years from^ next 
spring to adopt the plan, as the United 
Brethren General Conference meets 
quadrennially. Another union plan now 
talked of Is between Disciples of Christ 
and Freewill Baptists. These bodies 
have respectively a million and a quar¬ 
ter and eigbty-flve thousand members, 
and are practically alike In doctrine. 
Both are Immerslorvlsts. The Freewill 
Bapls-ts are strong in NeW England, 
while the Dteclples are strongest In the 
Middle and Southwest. There Is yet 
no definite plan of union, and there are 
many who fall to see how tw’o bodies 
congregational !n government, with no 
centralized authority, can unite. 


PLANS PERFECTED. 


American Methodists, as one of the 
results of the annual meetings of their 
General Missionary Committee In Bos¬ 
ton, look for an extension o9 Methodist 
work In Europe. Blahop William Burt, 
In charge of that field, has practically 
perfected plans for the abaorbtlon Into 
the Methodist body of the Free Church 
of Italy. Bishop Burt was formerly In 
charge of Methodist effort In Italy and 
built up a strong church In Rome. 
While there overtures came to him 
from the Free Church, suggesting the 
consolidation It Is now* purposed to af¬ 
fect. The Missionary Committee ap¬ 
proved the project last Monday and 
voted 85,000 for expenses of the consoli¬ 
dation. If It Is effected the Methodist 
Church w’iU gain In Italy about 6,000 
members and property w’orth 160,000. 
The Free Church Is evangelical, and 
does not greatly differ from the Metho¬ 
dist In government. It was planted In 
1870 by G-avozzi. a Dominican monk 
wtio left the Roman Church when the 
Italian Government took possession of 
Rome The new body increased rapid¬ 
ly, and now ha.« strong churches in 
Rome and elsewhere In Italy. The Free 
Church has no connection with the 
Waldenslan. another Italian Protestant 
organization. 


UNION IMPROBABLE. * 


In all the talk of denominational 
union in this country' there has been no 
proposition of union or affiliation wide 
enough to Include the Roman Catholic 
Church. But In France there has been 
discussed the advisability of a union 
of Protestant and Roman interests, not 
an official discussion In any sense, but 
merely an Interchange ot the views of 
individuals. The matter was started 
by La Revue, a Parisian periodical, 
which invited responses as to whether 
the reunion of the Catholic and Prot¬ 
estant Churches ts desirable or possi¬ 
ble. There were many replies, from 
both Catholics and Protestants, and the 
majority of the writers agreed on the 
desirability of such union, but all rec¬ 
ognized Che almost insurmountable ob¬ 
stacles to Its realization. Many ex¬ 
pressed a desire for some plan of co¬ 
operation to withstand the forces of 
irrellgton and Infidelity. Rev. Charles 
Wagner, now In thin country, expressed 
his belief that w'hile reunion may not 
be possible, concert of action certainly 
is. Nothing la Mkely to come of tihe 
discussion, hut it shows the existence 
of a sentiment that has received wide 
approbation.

The American Bible League, the pur¬ 
pose of which 4s to uphold the integrity 
and authority of the Scriptures and to 
offset the “higher criticism,” is to go 
to Boston for Its second large conven¬ 
tion, the date being December 6 to 8, 
and the place the Park Congregational 
church. The first convention of the 
league, of which William Phillips Hall 
te president, was held In New York 
last spring, and attracted wide atten¬ 
tion. Speakers art the Boston conven¬ 
tion will include a nunVber of the lead¬ 
ing Bible students of several religious 
bodies. Among them are the Rev. Dr. 
L. D. Watson, editor of the Christian 
Advocate, Buffalo; Prof. George 8. 
Wright, of Oberlln College; the Rev. 
Dr. Lather T. Townsend, of Boston 
University; Prof. Jesse B. Thomas, of 
•the Newton Theological Institution; 
Prof. Robert D. W'llson, of Princeton 
Theological Seminary; the Rev. Dr. 
William Ashmore, the famous Baptist 
missionary In China, and President 
Colomon Sehecfoter. of the Jewish The¬ 
ological Seminary, New York.

HIGHER EDUCATION. 






Whenever the while men by sticking 
together can carry the elections with¬ 
out much difficulty they will stick to¬ 
gether and the necessity for disfran¬ 
chising the negro will cease. 

Ambassador Mayor des Planches ex¬ 
pected to start South about this time, 
but an arbitration treaty between the 
United States and Italy Is In process 
of negotiation. Later on there Come 
the usual social obligations of an early 
Washington wdnter. Late In January, 
how’ever. the Ambassador will start 
through the Southern States on a tour 
of Inspection. He has already received 
many invitations from Important cit¬ 
ies, and later on, w*hen the purpose of 
his visit becomes understood, probably 
he will be flooded with requests for 
stops, because the demand for labor 
throughout the entire South can scarce¬ 
ly be appreciated by the Northern peo¬ 
ple. It is enormous nnd Is growing 
dally, and unless I nm much mistaken 
the Ambassador Is likely to be over¬ 
whelmed by the liberality of offers of 
assistance In his work, which w*lll come 
to him from every Important section 
of the Southern States. 


It is put down by many as a fore¬ 
gone conclusion that the union of the 
Presbyterian North and Cumberland 
Presbyterian bodies, although It has 
been favorably acted upon by both 
General Assemblies, will not material¬ 
ize. The presbyteries of the Cumber¬ 
land body up to date have voted, 
twenty-seven for and seventeen against 
the union. It Is evident, that even If a 
majority favor It there will be so 
strong a minority opposed that a divis¬ 
ion of the denomination is practically 
certain and the Cumberland church 
will be continued, even If a majority of 
Its presbyteries go Into the Northern 
body. In the Presbyterian Church, 
North, but few presbyteries have thus 
far acted In the matter, but a number 
have acted upon another overture from 
Its General Assembly w’hich bears a 
close relation to the matter. This 
overture permits the organization oi 
separate presbyteries for colored peo¬ 
ple within the boundaries of existlm? 
presbyteries—“but In no case without 
their consent.” The last clause Is held 
to be ambiguous, and the opponents of 
union with the Cumberland Church are 
pointing out that under the clause. If 
adopted, presbyteries In the South 
might organize separate presbyteries 
for their colored churches, whether or 
not the colored ministers and members 
w*anted them. It is realized that the 
Cumberland Church, which is strong In 
the South, will not unite with the 
Northern church If the latter forbids 
the organization of separate presby¬ 


In Baptist circles there Is a movemen/t 
looking toward a better educated min¬ 
istry; a movement that may result in 
the adoption of some plan for the exam¬ 
ination of candidates before ordination 
according to some fixed standard. It 
Is pointed out by those who favor such 
a movement that while Presbyterians, 
Congregationali?<ts. Episcopalians Hnd 
even Methodists are constantly working 
to Advance the educatlcnal standards 
of tihelr ministry. Baptists have no 
such standard and have been somewhat 
Indifferent to the matter. The matter 
Is a difficult one to adjust. It Is admit¬ 
ted, because the power to ordain is 
vested, according to Baptist polity. In 
the Individual church. In many Bap¬ 
tist associations there are standing 
committees for the examination of can¬ 
didates for ordination, and It is hoped 
to have this plan extended throughout 
the church. But many hold it to be 
unacrtptural and believe the Individual 
church »h iuld have power to ordain 
any man It wants as minister. There 
Is fear that if examining committees 
were provided throughout the church, 
none but college-bred men would be 
able to secure ordination, and many 
of the successful Baptist pastors of 
to-day hnd not (the advantages of eol- 
logfate training. An educated Baptist 
ministry is bound to come in time, say 
leaders in that body, and many are 
urging that the time to provide for It 
Is now.

On the island of Negros, in the Phil¬ 
ippines. American Presbyterlcifts are 
maintaining what is said to be the only 
Christian educational institution «>f the 
archipelago. It is known as Slllimau 
Institute, and has focen open three 
years, the last year {raving been spent 
in a fine building especially erected for 
it. It has had from the outset upward 
of one hundred students, alt boys and 
young men, who come from Negros, 
Cebu, Panay and Luzon. At the pres¬ 
ent time there is a class training for 
the ministry, a large number preparing 
ns teachers, several taking a classical 
course, and others training as carpen¬ 
ters, telegraphers and printers. A 
number of students have already gone 
out through the islands e\s teachers. 
It Is the opinion of many church lead¬ 
ers that only by the multiplication of 
such educational institutions can “the 
peaceful future of the Philippines be 
assured, fur, as one expresses the mat-, 
ter, the public school with Its accom¬ 
panying tax is not going to keep dow*n 
insurrection. The Government, it is 
further said, will find that peace and 
contentment are not synonymous With 
arithmetic and geography. The Sillt- 
rrrnn Institute has a few pupils who 
pay their way, but the majority of the 
boys are supported by scholarships 
provided foy Amei an people.

NOT TO ADMIT HIGHLY 

SPICED FRENCH NOVELS. 


Treasury Department Will Destroy 
All Those Not Coming Up To 
the Required Standard. 


New’ York. Nov. 19.—No more highly 
spiced French novels w’fll get into this 
country. If the second clerk In the 
liquidation department of the custom¬ 
house can prevent It. The official nam¬ 
ed Is busily engaged in going over all 
sorts of contributions from French 
writers, and his office Is rapidly taking 
on the appearance of a bookstore. 
Hundreds of volumes will soon go up 
in smoke and fire. There Is only one 
way In which a work that falls below 
the ethical standard of the liquidation 
department can escape oblivion, and 
that Is by being as old as It Is bad. 
Works such as ancient and modern 
classics will not be held lip. However, 
if one book which does not meet the 
approval of the censors is discovered 
in a package all the others, no mat¬ 
ter whHt their antecedents, will be de¬ 
stroyed. 

Among the consignment which came 
over on the last French steamer were 
works which were declared to be so far 
beyond the pale that the censor was 
disposed to condemn them without the 
preliminaries of a trial. They‘deal with 
the sef)my side of life in Paris, wdth 
the mysticism of the East, and, taken 
all In all. the critics were distressed by 
them. It has been found that the num¬ 
ber of French books coming under the 
disapproval of the Treasury Depart¬ 
ment has greatly Increased since last 
May. Most of this class of literature 
was consigned to small dealers In the 
French quarters.

Preliminary rulings yesterday by 
Judge Shackelford Miller In the case of 
Sam Mattack, suing for himself and 
on behalf of the re«H of the members 
of the Athletic Association of the Man¬ 
ual Training High School, against Prof.

NATIONAL AIRS ARE PLAYED. 


Washington, Nov. 19.—Hailed by a 
mtlitary blare of twenty trumpets, the 
bronze statue of Frederick the Great, 
presented to the American people by 
Emperor William, was unveiled this 
afternoon by the Baroness Speck Von 
Sternberg, the wife of the German Am¬ 
bassador. The ceremony was marked 
by great military and official display. 
The statue was presented on behalf of 
the Emperor by his personal envoy, the 
German Ambassador, who made a brief 
address. 

The President made the chief address 
of the day and accepted the gift on be¬ 
half of the American people. Remarks 
were made by Lieut. Gen. Chaffee, chief 
of staff; Maj. Gen. Gillespie, of the 
general staff, master of ceremonies; 
Lieut. Gen. Von Loeivenfeld. one of the 
special commissioners sent to the un¬ 
veiling by the Emperor, and Charle¬ 
magne Tower. American Ambassador to 
Germany. 

• • • 

Alive With Marching Troops. 


Just formally delivered to me I accept 
It with deep appreciation of the friendly 
regard which it typifies for the people of 
this republic, both on the part of the 
Emperor and on the part of the German 
people. I accept it not merely a* the 
statue of one of the half dozen great.es. 
soldiers ot all time, and therefore pe* 
cur arly appropriate for placing In this 
War College, but I accept it as the statue 
of a great man, whose life was devoted to 
the service of a great people, and whoso 
deeds hastened the approach of the day 
when a united Germany should spring 
Into being. 

As a soldier. Frederick the Great ranks 
In that very, very small group which In¬ 
cludes Alexander, Caesar and Hannibal 
in antiquity, and Napoleon, and possibly 
Gustavus Adolphus. In modern times. He 
belonged to the ancient and illustrious 
house of Hohenzollern. which. after play¬ 
ing a strong and virile part in the middle 
ages, and after producing some men, like 
the groat Elector, who wore among the 
most famous princes of their time, found¬ 
ed the royal house of Prussia two centu¬ 
ries ago, and at Inst in our own day es¬ 
tablished the mighty German Empire as 
among the foremost of world Powers. We 
receive this gift now at the hands of the 
present Emperor, himself a man who has 
markedly added to the luster of his great 
house and his gr^at nation, a man who 
has devoted his life to th<? welfare of his 
peonle, and who, whfTe keeping ever 
ready to defend the rights of that peo¬ 
ple. has also made it evident In emphatic 
fashion that he and they desire peace and 
friendship with the other nations of the 
earth.

A Mighty General. 


It Is not my purpose here to discuss at 
length the oareer of the mighty King and 
mighty General whoso statue we have 
Just received. In history no other 
great commander save only Hannibal 
fought so long against such terrible odds, 
and while Hannibal finally failed, Frede¬ 
rick finally triumphed In almost every 
toil tie he fought agulnst great odds, and 
he almost always won the victory, when 
defeated he rose to an even greater alti¬ 
tude than when victorious. The memory 
of the Seven Years’ war will last as lung 
ns there lives In mankind the love of he¬ 
roism, and Its operations will be studied 
to the minutest detail as long as the 
world sees a soldier worthy of the name 
It is difficult to know whether to admire 
most the victories of l^euthen and 
Prague. Rossboch and Zomdorf, or the 
heart-breaking campaigns after Kunertt- 
dorf, when the great King, after having 
been beaten to the ground by the bandied 
might of Europe yet rose again and by 
an exhibition of skill, tenacity energy’ and 
daring such as had never before been 
seen united In one person, finally wrested 
triumph from defeat Not only must the 
military scholar always turn to the career 
of Frederick the Great for lessons In 
strategy and tactics; not only must the 
military administrator always turn to his 
career for lessons In organizing success; 
not only will th* lover of heroism read 
the tales of his mighty feats os long as 
mankind cares for heroic deeds; but even 
those who are not attracted by the valor 
of the soldier must yet. for the sake of 
the greatness of the man, ponder and ad¬ 
mire the lessons taught by his undaunted

Chicago, Nov. 19.—Shed dead In an at*- 
tomobile by bank robbers, whose plot 
the victim of the tragedy had discov¬ 
ered and whose plans he had frus¬ 
trated, Is one explanation of the mys¬ 
terious death of William Bate, a chauf¬ 
feur whose corpse and machine were 
found on a. lonely roadside to-day. This 
theory was advanced by Bate’s em¬ 
ployer, after an Investigation of the 
circumstances The idea is that the 
men who hired the automobile were 
hank robbers arid contemplated a raid 
on some bank In some small town. 

That Bate did not commit suicide, 
but was shot dowrn by an assassin. Is 
Indicated by the finding of an empty 
cartridge shell to-day In the tonneau 
of the automobile. 

At the Canary Company’s office it 
was said to-day that when the call w^a® 
received last night a machine for two 
was asked for. On a card in the pock¬ 
et of the dead man's clothes were the 
words: 

"Call for Mr. Dove at Auditorium.” 

At the Auditorium U was said that 
no one named Dove was registered 
there. Nothing whatever was known 
of such a person. 

The automobile and the corpse were 
discovered by a farmer. The machln* 
was hacked up on one side of the road, 
and the wheels were blocked with a 
timber to keep the car from rolling 
down an Incline into a cWlch. 

Two letters found on the person of 
the dead man offered a suggestion that 
Bate’s death might have been Che result 
of a love affair. This theory, however. 
Is not regarded seriously by the police. 

One of the letters read: 

I*>ar Bate—I understand that you won 
the love of Bertha and I presumo that 
you have no further use for me. I hop* 
that your future lov* will be successful. 
Of course, it is pretty hard on me, but 
1 will let the matter drop and say no 
more.

|OST of the staT jockeys wound 
up their season at Aqueduct 
last week. Many of them. In 
eluding Hildebrand. retired 
from the scene of metropolitan racing a 
week ago and hied themselves to winter 
tracks, says a special from New York. 

That there is still a pile of money in 
the vocation of a jockey, it he happens 
to be a first-rater. was brought out to¬ 
day in the never-falling retrospective gos¬ 
sip hoard at the end of each season <ta 
the riders are preparing to take 
their farewells. Despite the Impre.s- 
f on that money values In connection 
with the turf this year have been very 
1 ’W, It can be now stated that at least 
four of the leading Jockeys of the season 
.lust closing have earned more than $50.- 
BW apiece. On Saturday a well-known 
turf official whose means of acquiring 
the particular knowledge are unequalea, 
ventured to assert that over $.YK>,000 ho*, 
found Its way Into the possession of the 
first twenty leafing riders of the New 
York turf during the year. The major 
jvutlon came to them through princely 
retaining fees while present* and honor¬ 
ariums. of which the general public learn 
little, increased the riders* remuneration 
to the tremendously fine gum of half o 
million dollars. 

• • • 

Prosperity For All of Them. 

A* the Jockeys and their manager? sat 
about the riders’ room at Aqueduct on 
Saturday, many of them having Just fin¬ 
ished cleaning out their lockers and pack¬ 
ing away a world of nlcknacks prepara¬ 
tory to a final leave-taking from the 
scene, one of the managerial gentry re¬ 
marked: 

"Well, we’ve had a pretty good year. 
We goi about $35,000." 

Then came. In a chcfus of voices: 

"Oh. that Is nothing. Hildebrand made 
twice that amount, and O’Neill, Redfern 
and Foohran have made more.” 

Investigation showed the assertion to be 
well founded. Since the opening of the 
Benntngs meeting, at Washington City, 
up to last Saturday, the estimated earn¬ 
ings of the above quartet of Jockeys have 
averaged more than ISO.OOo apiece. Clos«* 
on thetr heels come Phillips, whose tlret- 
eall contract E. R. Thomas held at $»).- 
000. Martin. Burns, Gannon. Odom and 
Shaw. Their average earnings for the 
year total up to 325,000. 

As an example of the money-earning ca¬ 
pacity of a fairly expert and deserving 
Jockey in this year of grace take Burling, 
a typical representative of the fourth 
raters. He drew down from the stable ef 
John R. Drake, up to October 5. the splen¬ 
did sum of $5,100. There have been more 
than thirty riders making more than 34.- 
OOO In the season. Though the stra ght 
salaries for first and second-call services 
of the first-rater Jockeys are not as large 
ot when “Tod" S’.oan demanded and re- 
< eived from the late W. C. Whitney $14.- 
(HQ for twenty-two days* engagement In 
Ballyhoo Bey’s Futurity year, the pres¬ 
ent-day riders have found a doxen other 
avenues of Income which did not exist 
ten years ago.

THE REFORM MAY COME SOON. 


W ITH the gradually Improving 
system of turf government. U 
looks as though tho dream of 
the better class of turf en¬ 
thusiast s of n couple of days ago are In 
a fair w.iy of raa’.lxatlon. The great 
weakness of turf government In rece«t 
years ha« be#»n the lack of sufficiently cor¬ 
dial rclnt’on- between the different gov¬ 
erning bodies. 

There are now three separate ttirf gov¬ 
ernments Hi this country, the Jockey Club 
which regulates the sport »»ast of the Al¬ 
legheny Mountains; the Western Jockey 
Club whlr-h rules supreme between the 
Allegheny* and the Rocky Mountains, 
and the Paclfi.* Slope Jock**y Club, which 
is in charge on the off-side of the moun¬ 
tains. Of these three the Jockey Club is 
the richest and possibly the most abso¬ 
lute and best entrenched in its power; the 
Western Jockey Club has the widest pow¬ 
er and the most difficult situation* to face, 
while the Pacific Slope Jockey Club Is a 
tight little organization vvh.’Ch seems to 
have the situation in its territory very 
well In hand. 

Considering dlfficulles to be decided and 
problem* to be solved, the Western Jock¬ 
ey Club hit.- shown surprising aptitude 
for Its duties, and ha* perhaps really 
marie a better showdne than idthor of Its 
confrere*, ft has whipped an apparently 
hopeless situation into excellent idiape. 
ami has entered Into a working agreement 
with its neighbor of the West which 
makes it* rulliiK the turf rulings of ail 
race tracks west of the Alleghenies, and 
all obligations of horsemen in that ter-

standing. the Easterner* licensed the Ben- 
nings meeting to extend beyond the first 
day of December. 

i’nder the Turf Congress rules racing 
north of a certain line was Illegal after 
December 1 . Washington was north of 
the* line, and President Bush, of the Cres¬ 
cent City Jockey Club, Immediately an¬ 
nounced that he w’ould bt compelled, un¬ 
der the rulos of the Turf Congress, to dis¬ 
qualify horsemen who took port in the 
racing at B'nnmgs after December 1.1 


Tills brought an answer, sharp and * 
prompt, from the East, that If any East¬ 
ern horseman had a mark set on his rec- J 
ord for racing at any time or place under 
th** lkeniv of the Jockey Club, the New 
Orleans track and any track allied with 
tt. would be blacklisted by the East. This j 
was a sharper threat than the situation 
really called for, but. nevertheless, the 
Turf Congress was far from be mg a 
throng governing body, and it was forced 
to accept the humiliation thus forced ! 
upon it. President Bush got out of it as 
gracefully as he could, and the West 
never afterward trod on Eastern toes. 

Just a few* years back the soreness 
growing out of this episode seemed to 
have faded aw*ay. and there looked to be 
another chance of coalition, when one of 
the Chicago tracks, without any good 
reason, permitted participation in racing 
of persv»ns who had been placed in the 
had books of European governing bodies, i 
nfter these same parties hnd been either 
dJrectlv or tndirectlv refused recognition I 


In the East. This slight was really mors 
agwinst the European organizations than 
against the Jockey Chub, still the latter 
organisation ha* a voluntary working 
agreement with Rs European confreres, 
and they likewise fsh the Torce of the 
snub. Tho incident was really the out¬ 
growth of fe+iing whkrh hud resulted 
from previous differences, but to 11 man 
with the good of racing to heart, whether 
he live East or West of the Alleghenies, 
or in Jerusalem or Tlmbuctoo. for that 
matter. It 1 * hard to see why such trlvkt. 
affair* should stand in the way of a 
working agreement which could not but 
work to the very b^irt interests of racing. 

It Is the one thing which racing needs 
for Its absolute protection, and after it is 
onoe accomplished, even he wh-o Is but 
slightly inclined to roguery in racing mat¬ 
ters will find a difficult path before him 
One straw which points to the possible 
fruition of thi* much-to-be-de*trea condi¬ 
tion is the interchange of officials betwreen 
Eastern and Western tracks.

Sport This Season the llest 
in History of the Or¬ 
ganization. 


NEARLY $400,000 OFFERED. 


All Average Records For Time Brok* 
en and Sweet Marie Biggest 
Money Winner. 


SOME FACTS AND FIGURES. 


N OW that the trotting season had 
closed with Lou Dillon’s failur* 
to lower the world’s record, a re* 
view' of the Grand circuit will b* 
of interest to alt followers of the haxnea* 
horse. A man who traveled all over lha 
circuit ha* this to say about It: 

"Opening at Detroit the week of July* 
25. It continued thence uninterruptedly for 
seven weeks at Buffalo; at the Emplr* 
track. New' York; at Brighton Beaoh, aC 
Readvllle, at Providence and at Hartford* 
There wan then a week’s intermission, 
after w'hlr.h racing was resumed at Co* 
lumbus and Cincinnati for two weeks. 
The next two were occupied by the Ken« 
tucky Breeders’ meeting at Lexington, 
which Is to all intents and purposes m 
circuit meeting, though not technically so, 
Memphis then followed, closing the cir¬ 
cuit. The Grand circuit of 1904 comprised, 
therefore, ten meetings extending over a 
period of fourteen weeks, but really con¬ 
sisting of ten and part of an eleventh. Th* 
total number of days of racing was fifty* 
three. Memphis gave the longest meeting, 
eight days, and Buffalo the shortest, four. 
Cincinnati gave six days and Detroit, Newr 
York, Brighton Beach. Readville. Provi¬ 
dence, Hartford and Columbus five each. 
From first to last the weather was re¬ 
markably favorable and there were but 
three postponements during the entlr* 
season—one day each at Buffalo. New 
York and Hartford. This is a record that 
is perhaps unprecedented, especially a* 
none of these postponements came at ui 
time necessitating the declaring off of a 
single race. 

"Of tho racing, taken as a whole, It was. 
In our opinion, the best In Grand circuit 
history. From a time standpoint It as¬ 
suredly w’aa, for all average records wer* 
beaten. 

Of the ten meetings the following is 4 
brief but explicit tabular resume:

A comparison, of these figures with the 
similar ones of 1908 will be of Interest. Aa 
aforesaid, there was one less meeting 
this year. Hence the fact of a falling 
off .in the number of heats, races and 
.Starters and the amount of purse and 
stake money dtotrlbuted Is not surprising. 
Last year’s total of race* was 232; this 
year ? to 201 . I^ast year's total of heats 
wa? 042; this year * Is 517—the discrepancy 
being here intensified by the virtual mo¬ 
nopoly by the dash system <jf two meet¬ 
ings. I>ast year’s total of starter* was 
1,647; this year’s is 1.378. The average 
number of start era per race w'as a very 
slight fraction more than 7 last year, 
while this year it is 6.85. Last year * 
average number of heats per race was 
2.76; this year’s to 2.67. The largest num¬ 
ber of starters nt any one meeting in 
1908 was 217 at Cincinnati; the largest of 
this year. 216. at New York. The largest 
number of heat* at any one meeting in 
1908 was 71, at Cincinnati; this year at 
the samo meeting there were 71 Thn 
largest number of siurterw In any on* 
rare of 1903 was 20 In the 2:J7 pice at 
Columbus. This year the largest field 
was 1R. hi the 2:17 trot, also at Columbti*. 
The longest races of 1903 were the 2 19 
trot and the 2:16 pace, at Providence, 
and the 2:10 trot at Hartford, which wer* 
each prolonged to 7 heats. This year the 
2 :<*h pace at Columbus was prolonged to 
eitfht heat*. 

Turning to the question of the time 
made, this year s- results stand out with 
unprecedented brilliance. In all. 517 beat* 
were trotted and paced from Detroit to 
Memphis. Of these, five were dashes of 
Iras than one mile, one was a heat in 
which by mistake no time was taken, 
and one w'as a heat In which tho time 
announced was protested as incorrect. 
Fasting these out leaves a net total «>f 
510 heats, of which the average time is 
2:09.77—the fastest ever made, the previ¬ 
ous record for the entire circuit having 
be#»n ft slight fraction less than 2:10V», In 
1902. Last year the average was 2 : 10 . 01 . 
It Is true that this w'as for 642 heats, 
whi.e this year’s to for but 510. But at 
the Name time, analysis *how* that had 
till* year’s heats been sis many as last * 
year’s, the time average would still have 
been much faster than then. Of the 
eleven meeting* of 19W hut three pro. 
duced an average below 2 : 10 , while this 
year out of ten meeting* no Iras than six 
produced an average below 2:10. The av¬ 
erage number of heat* at the three meet¬ 
ings of li«H that averaged behrw 2:10 wa* 
51 2 - 3 . while the average number of heats 
at the six meeting* of 19*tf that average 
below 2:10 is 67 5 - 6 —showing conclusively 
that the gain in speed l* not more ap- 
l*irem than real. The fastest average fop 
an individual meeting this year is 
2:09 31-114 for 57 heats at Columbus, which 
is a world’s record as well. The brat 
previously was 2:09 59-492 for 48 heats at 
New York Inst ye ar. _

MONETARY. 


Saturday Evening. Nov. ML--Reports of na¬ 
tional bank* a* of November 10 have bean 
scanned this week in the light of previous 
statements, with regard to changre In their 
condition Incident to the fall requirements for 
money The last statements. It will be 
called, were made In September, since which 
time the banks have had to care 1 for a rather 
heavy country demand In add!:Inn to the re¬ 
quirements of merchants and manufacturers 
usual at this reason. Tile recent statement 
shows that the banks have run down some 
W'hat in surplus reserves, rnoro ihan ret* being 
under line, and all running less comfortably 
than tax* months ago While this Is trua the 
general banking situation In Louisville 1 © very 
strong, and unless aotmnhlng unexpected 
should happen the various banks will soon be 
piling up talMvces in Nek York with the re¬ 
turn flow of currency. New York exchange 
la now rushing In this market at par. but a 
stiffening of money rate* tn the metropolD 
would cause it not only to go to a premium 
here, but at most other centers where It is 
not now commanding a premium. 

Exports of gold have been made for no 
other reason than that gold wa* worth more 
abroad than in this country*, there being a 
profit In the operation. Whme\«r the demand 
for money at New York becomes so active as 
to cause a substantial advance In interest ra «s 
sterling exchange will heroin© easier and gold 
shipment* will ba abandoned. The fact that 
New York can spare gold and lent money oo 
call at 2 and 24 per cent, certainly Indicates 
no apprehension of very tight money In ths 
near future. The largo Increase In notltnal 
bank circulation ami the constant addition to 
the world’s stork of gold, and particularly tha 
holdings In this country, are contributing 
•-auses to the ease in money at the present 
time. Business la good and speculation Is ac¬ 
tive. While commercial and Industrial re¬ 
vival has not yet been fully realised mill what 
Is known os the legltima:e demand for nvusey 
Is not poor The present situation, therefore, 
mean* that there Is a surplus of capital In the 
country reeking Investment, and. Judging by 
the readiness. If not pneltlve eagerness, with 
which new loans are oversubscribed, it will 
bo some little time before this surplus la *u 
sorbed. The call of Secretary Shaw will doubt¬ 
less make a further »ufc*tomlsl addition to 
national bank circulation, y* the bonds 
leased as security tor Government deceits can 
be utilised for that purpose in cases where a 
bank has not taken out Its full quota, and 
many Institutions may deem It more de-lranle 
to do this than to sell their boud* or provide 
for the payment with ca»h. 

Tha bank statement to-day proved an 
able surprise. Surplus reserve actual y 
showed an Inrrraa* of $*93 150. whaiaas a de¬ 
crease had been anticipated. A tea* of cash 
was Shown amounting to $3,346,700. a fa 
vorahle feature of the ►tetennsnt was a de¬ 
crease of $12,-179.2u) in loans Deposits sfcowtd 
a loss of $ 1 C W 167,400. Surplus rwrva now

George Lynch, the Famous 
Correspondent, Tells War 
Stories To Prove 
Statement.

N EW YORK. N .v.l9.-fS|>pclil.l- 
Sitting at ease in a New York 
club. George Lynch, ©orroaiiort- 
dent, eu route to Undon from 
the seat of war In Manchuria, imen si- 
ed a little group of acquaintance!} 
mightily the other evening with a 
string of war anecdotes. They go a 
long way to explain why the Japanese 
have had the best of it most of the 
time In the present war. and they help 
explain why. In Mr. Lynch's opinion, 
the Jap Is the most efficient infantry 
soldier In the world to-day. it may be 
said at the beginning, though, that Mr. 
Lynch considers the Russian soldier 
not one whit behind the Jap in bravery. 

"It has been (t war of clean-handed 
honor on both sides from the begin¬ 
ning," said Mr. Lynch. “I saw so many 
instances of almost .unbelievable per¬ 
sonal courage. self-sucrirtce au<J self- 
restraint that I hardly know where to 
begin. 

"I was told of a charge at Nan Sh.in 
by a Russian reglthem, one Incident of 
which suggested the glorious old days 
when most of the fighting wns honest 
hand-to-hand work. Thp Russians ad¬ 
vanced. with r.ourmce oM determina¬ 
tion. their commander well In advance. 
He was one of the bravest men ever 
seen, and he had unbounded confidence 
In his men, for he never looked back 
to see how* closely they were follow¬ 
ing. When he had almost reached the 
Japanese line he cast one look over his 
shoulder. His forces, brave enough, 
but slow, were so far In the rear that 
he was practically alone In the very 
teeth of the enemy. Some officers 
might have turned back, but not this 
Russian; he Just stopped coming and 
stood for a moment, motionless but de¬ 
fiant, before the Japanese. They 
might have riddled him with bullets, 
but they didn't; they don't fight that 
way. 

"TTuey seemed faa>c£uailed by hi* val¬ 
or, and the Japanese comma ruler, w ho. 
like the Russian, was In advance of 
hi® iron, demanded umxuuil t lonnl sur- 
i l oa der . The Russian's refusal wa* era- 
phatlc. He preferred cents in death to 
FUiirrender, and he dared the Japanese 
officer to fight him singly with the 
sword. By the time the two were 
ready the Russian Hoops, who hod 
continued to advance, were ranged be¬ 
hind Khelr commanding officer In f omit 
of the Japs. A halt was c&lieJ. and 
the two officers began their strange 
duel, 

"Both were good ewx>rd*roen, but 
there was little doubt from the first a .s 
to which would win. In less than 
three minutes the Russian was dead. 
Until .the cioee of the fight, the sol¬ 
diers on both sides stood motionless 
—«ilmo®t Like statues. There were no 
cries of encouragement or defiance; 
save for the sodmwlh&t disUuvi sounds 
of twJtitaie, to the right and the left, 
the davel was fought in silence Imme¬ 
diately after the Russian officer hud 
ficultein the opposing force* fell upon 
eaoh other tooth and rn.ll.

longed to the Imperial Guard. At tin 
beginning of the war he was recalled tc 
the colors. The officer asked him how 
he f«*lt about going out to fight the 
Russians; if he had any regrets be¬ 
cause he might soon be In personal 
danger. 'Not-sorry; glad.* said the Jap 
In his odd English; ‘this Is country 
business/ 

“This Japanese servant had four 
days In which to prepare to Join his 
command. What do you think he did 
on Those four days? He didn’t spend 
them ‘having a good time,* as an Eng¬ 
lish or an American soldier would. I 
assure you. * His work as my friend’s 
viii vjint hud been light and his muscles 
were soft. He wanted to harden them, 
ana he concluded that a course of 
mountain climbing was about the best 
thing he could engage In for that pur¬ 
pose. The Sen Game mountain—not a 
Luge one—being nearby, he attacked 
It. The first day he climbed lu Its top 
only twice, but. having limbered him¬ 
self up. he made three ascents on each 
of the remaining three, or eleven as¬ 
cents In the four days. I don’t know 
an Englishman or an American who 
would willingly undertake to do as 
much for any season. In fact I know 
few* Occidentals who could have done 
as much under any ciruuniMtances. 

"At Hai Cheng, where 1 wais whes 
the Japanese army came up after a 
long and severe march which would 
have left Che soldiers of any Western 
nation in an exhausted condition. I 
looked to see all hand* take a good 
loaf, inasmuch us there w as no fight - 
!ng to be done Just then. But the 
next morning I learned that bgifing 
was the last thing they had In tholr 
minds. Soon after I awoke 1 saw* a 
Japanese officer standing on u little 
mound of earth waving his arms, bend¬ 
ing first this way and then that, and 
doing aJl sorts of queer stunts. At 
first I thought that perhaps he was 
signaling by some new method. But 
I looked a little farther and then I 
saw that the men of hia command 
were drawm up before him—with*»ut 
arms—and on a little lower level, 
where they could all see him plainfy, 
and that they were imitating every 
motion he made. 

"Then 1 understood. They were 
going through a series of severe phy¬ 
sical culture exercises. Just to harden 
themselves and to limber up, so that 
they would be In the pink of condition 
when the time came for them to fight. 
They lay at Hal Cheng ten days, and 
they traiued themselves every day of 
the ten. There was no loafing about, 
no idleness; they were getting them¬ 
selves Into shape all the time, though, 
of course, there were brief periods of 
necessary r*:?t. Every Jap soldier is 
exact ly like u prize fighter. Who wo Md 
never think of resting «in the '.a.-; Uiys 
befoie n fistic battle; they would be 
thd very ones which he would devote 
to his hardest training. 

"The Japanese of every rank begins 
physical culture of the severest sort 
when a mere boy. In Toklo, at the 
public gymnasia in the parks, you may 
see Just how the average Jap boy do.® 
it, and the sight Is an interesting one. 
There axe all sorts of apparati to an¬ 
swer to the parallel bars, the trapeze, 
etc., but there are other apparati, the 
like of which are never seen In an 
Occidental gymnasium. 

"One of them Is a sort of nuspemled. 
swinging bar. us big as a iree trunk. 
Two boys climb upon this bar. Stand¬ 
ing' and facing each other, they en¬ 
gage In a wrestling match, the object 
of each being to force the other oil 
the *b,ir to U.e ground. They grapple 
and turn and twist and struggle fierce¬ 
ly. sometimes for many inhiute* be¬ 
fore victory Is won und !«»*t. *lhe,e 
i> nothing eoinpuiriory about this son 
of thing hut practically ev« y Jup- 
nnese bdy it. and it is likely that 

one who shirked it would not stand 
well with his tidtow**, 

"5 iic bodily hardness and Indifference 
:o discomfort which constant striving 
from youth up for physical perfection 
produces has a good deal to •K with 
the making of the Jap the best soldier 
in ihe world. 

"Rerhap* I should say that 1 mean 
the best infantry soldier, since the Jap 
is not a good cavalry man. He will be, 
though, and the only reason he is not 
now Is that he has never had the 
chance. The few horses in Japan are 
inferior animal-*. The Japanese have 
begun to breed horses, however, and 
though It will nke some time to build 
up a good br» * |. they will do It. They 
do everything ihey set out to do.

"You have heard of the Jap's cool¬ 
ness. It is tiuperb. He lm* all the 
•lan of the French; yet he is not car¬ 
ried away with emotion when display¬ 
ing his greatest valor. He knows what 
he Is about all the time, and he gives 
his life, when necessary, from pure 
patriotism. He takes care of his life, 
even in the moments of greatest emer¬ 
gency. though, but not because he Is 
afraid to lose It. It is that he may 
fight for the Emperor and Japan that 
he tries to save it. 

"At Liao Lang one day I wished to 
see a Japanese Lieutenant while the 
big fight there was going on. He was 
stationed at Oen. Oyama’s headquar¬ 
ters, which were established In the 
midst of a beautiful Chinese garden, 
fitepping to the open door, I saw a 
man, clad In an immaculate white suit, 
sitting quietly At a table, reading a 
Japanese newspaper which completely 
hid hie face. When I spoke he put the 
newspaper down, and then I saw that 
I was before Oyama himself. In the 
house and In the garden outside all 
was as peaceful as If the world had 
never known of war. You could almost 
hear the shadows of the moving clouds 
rustling over the grass. 

"Oyama was courteous: he asked me 
In and offered whisky and soda and a 
good cigar, for both of which I was 
duly grateful—I had not had a drink in 
three days—and waved me to an Inner 
room where Kodama and other officers 
were sitting. The talk was Jolly and 
cheerful, almost fifppant. I esked 
about some detail of the fighting. Ko- 
danm laughed. ‘You know- too much 
now,' he said, with a Smile and a ges¬ 
ture which said as plainly as words 
could say: ‘Drink your whisky and 
soda, smoke your cigar and be com¬ 
fortable. We will attend to the fight¬ 
ing. Your dispatches cap wait.* 

"And even while the two Generals 
were Joking and laughing with me they 
were attending to the fighting. At In¬ 
tervals orderlies, sometimes covered 
with the grime of battle, would come 
In. salute and deliver verbal messages, 
brief and terse, from some officer In 
the field. Oyama would suspend his 
talk, listen, give Jds directions and 
then return with animation to the per¬ 
fectly commonplace topic under dls- 
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whkih the commander-in-chief could 
get Instant communication with any 
part of his forces. The Japs lead the 
world In field telegraphy. Unlike West¬ 
ern warriors, they string the wire* on 
the ground, and not on posts, thu9 
caving time and money. They have the 
art of securing Insulation worked out 
to perfection, though they cannot al¬ 
ways prevent the Chinese from med¬ 
dling with the wires. 

"I saw' one Chinaman cut off a piece 
of Japanese telephone wire to make a 
necktie of It. In three minutes he had 
been beheaded In full sight of dozens

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LONDON “CITY” GOING BANKRUPT 

TO PAY FOR FUSS AND FEATHERS 


Gorgeous Officials Who Get Big Salaries For Eating Big Dinners, 
and Who Have Nothing Else To Do Except Keep Up Funny Old 
Ceremonies, Are Threatened With An Eclipse That Would 
Greatly Decrease the Gayety of Nations.

ONDON, Nov. 8.—That queer 

hodge-podge compound of the 
Middle Ages and the Twentieth 
century, the famous Corpora¬ 
tion of the City of London, is threat¬ 
ened with bankruptcy. In all Chris¬ 
tendom there Is probably no municipal 
governing body which surrounds itseli 
with so much antiquated and costlj 
ceremonial, employs so many gorgeoui 
and utterly useless officials and In¬ 
dulges in so much picturesque bul 
otherwise needless fuss and rigmarole 
os the unique organization which holdi 
supreme sway over a square mile ii 
the middle of the capital of the Brltlsl 
Empire. 

Imagine a small section in the busi¬ 
est part of New York, Boston, Phila¬ 
delphia, or any of the earliest settled 
American cities, set aside to be gov¬ 
erned In accordance with colonial tra¬ 
ditions and customs, and one will ob¬ 
tain a faint idea of the contrast which 
the government of what Is known as 
the ••City*' offers to the rest of London. 
It would be inadequate, because quaint 
simplicity characterized colonial ad¬ 
ministration. while for its models and 
symbols of municipal power the Lon¬ 
don Corporation goes back to a much 
more remote period, when show, pomp 
and glitter were considered essential 
to the exercise of authority. 

It was the only one of a large num¬ 
ber of similar bodies that escaped re¬ 
formation In 1835, when Parliament un¬ 
dertook to remodel municipal adminis¬ 
trations and sweep away the abuses, 
extravagances and arcnalc methods of 
doing business which pervaded them. 
.g ain when in 1888, to bring London’s 
government up to date, the Loudon 
County Council was formed and in¬ 
vested with general control over Its 
various boroughs, its territory embrac¬ 
ing 121 square miles, the Corporation’s 
bailiwick was exempted from its au¬ 
thority. 

Small, though It Is, the "City" oon- 
uu.:«a tiie oocmmerckil heart of the m«- 
uxjpolla, wiuh the Bonk of England as 
its oentcr.

But no human Institution, public or 
private, can keep going Indefinitely i i 
it penclata in spending more money 
than Irt. receives. "Pay up or bum" la 
the modem law of the survival of the 
fittest. The accounts of the corpora¬ 
tion for 1993, which have only recently 
been published-—in itseHf a sigsilflcajit 
revelation of its business methods— 
show thia.t its revenues amounted to 
$2,228,190 and Its expenditures to $2,699.- 
600, leaving a deficit of $471,660. In the 
previous year the deficit amounted to 
$381,695. The gain between expenses 
and receipts. It will thus be seen, Is 
Increasing.

The Mighty City Marshal. 

Despite its financial condition, the 
corporation stubbornly persists in re¬ 
taining all the useless and purely orna¬ 



mental part of Its outfit. Of this a typ¬ 
ical instance has Just occurred. Attach¬ 
ed to the Lord Mayor’s entourage is a 
functionary known as the City Mar¬ 
shal. The office originated in the Fif¬ 
teenth century, and In those old days 
the City Marshal really earned his pay. 
He had charge of the city watch, and 
It was his business to see that the 
rogues and vagabonds were kept in 
check. But the modem method of po¬ 
licing the streets has long rendered him 
obsolete. The city corporation has 
transformed him into a species of her¬ 
ald for Chief Magistrates. Dressed In 
■carlet uniform, brocaded in gold, with 
socked hat and plumes, booted and 
spurred, on a prancing steed, he pre¬ 
cedes the Lord Mayor on his official 
Journeys through the city In his cum¬ 
bersome old $50,000 state coach, and 
calls on all and sundry to make way 
for him. 

At other civic functions he armouncea 
the approach of this august personage. 
To see him do It Is w-orth something. 
Arrayed as an opera bouffe general, 
with majestic strides, he makes his en¬ 
try, and, having reached the requisite 
•pot. haltB, faces the awe-stricken as¬ 
semblage, fills his lungs and shouts nut, 
••The Right Honorable." Then he 
pauses, takes another deep breath, and 
at the top of his voice roars forth, "The 
Lord Mayor of London." At this dra¬ 
matic moment the Lord Mayor crosses 
the threshold. For performances of 
this sort, the City Marshal gets $1,500 
a year, and the city provides him with 
a horse. 

For some years Captain Stanley, a 
second oousfcn of the Earl of Derby, 
held the easy bat inglorious office. But 
a short time ago he was dismissed be¬ 
cause, It was stated, he hod become 
Involved in private fliuaincial difficul¬ 
ties, though much more serious trou¬ 
ble® were hinted at. Anyhow, it stf- 
fended the corporation a brilliant op¬ 
portunity to save Ms salary by 
abolishing the uaeleas office. Yet only 
one voice was raised in support of a 
motion to that effect. 

"In the name of common sense.’’ 
said Councilman Davies, "wtbat dignity 
does the Lord Mayor derive from hav¬ 
ing a man in a red uo&t ride In front 
of him or strut before him into a court¬ 
room like a popinjay crying, ‘Make 
wuy for the Right Honorable the Lord 
Mayor?* " 

Common sense made no answer, but 
a large majority voted to retain the 
office, and another arlstorratlc popin¬ 
jay. if he con be found, will receive the 
appointment.

arms in the center, cut in cameo, en¬ 
circled by a wreath/if eight roses, with 
the thistle and shamrock entwined, 
emblematic of the three kingdoms and 
all formed of diamonds of the purest 
water. It is estimated that these lat¬ 
ter alone are worth over $100,000. Back 
in 1600 the pendant then in use "disap¬ 
peared," and now the Lord Mayor, 
"Right Honorable" though he is, is re¬ 
quired to give heavy bonds for the 
safekeeping of the civic Jewelry and 
other costly insignia Intrusted to his 
care. 

Out of the city's exchequer each Lord 
Mayor is provided with three sets of 
sumptuous robes. One Is of Bcarlet 
cloth lined with silk and edged with 
ermine; another Is of black silk, over 
which flowers are worked In silver, and 
the third is of purple silk trimmed with 
black velvet and costly fur. Just when 
one or the other of these garments 
should be worn is known only to the 
initiated, but something awful would 
happen If the Lord Mayor should ap¬ 
pear In the wrong one. 

Four ancient swords are used to 
symbolize the great powers once wield¬ 
ed by Lord Mayors In days when 
doughty warriors sometimes filled the 
office. One. the scabbard of which is 
studdied with pearls, is known as the 
"pearl" sword. It was presented by 
Queen Elizabeth when she opened the 
first Royal Exchange in 1571. The 
"sword of State" dates from 1680. In 
the presence of the King or any of the 
Judges It Is carried with point down¬ 
ward; at other times It Is borne before 
the Lord Mayor with the point up¬ 
ward. A third sword, known as the 
"black" sword and first used In 1534, 
Is brought out on fast days In Lent, 
or when a death occurs in the royal 
family. Lastly, there is the "Old 
Bailey" sword, which Is placed above 
the Lord Mayor's chair when he sits 
as a Judge at the Central Criminal 
Court. 

For boti’ng these old weapons around 
and making "reveremxss" before the 
Lord mayor the Sword bearer gets a 
cool $2,500 a year. If any man ever 
had a soft shrnp he has Vt, but the cor¬ 
poration wtHi*kl rather go broke than 
attesnipt to govern uhe city of Londfcxn 
without him. He wx\air» a gown of 
black brocaded aattn. and on State oc- 
caelionAs this la worn over a black court 
Built, wimh silk stockings and shoes 
with silver buckle*. One Sir Martin 
Bowies, Lord Mayor In 1546, - presented 
the city with a "very goodly royale 
hajtt*’ to be worn by the Sw«»nd<bearer. 
It wa «9 wtorn out long ago. but the 
8ame privilege attaches to the Sword- 
bearer's head genr, known as the "cap 
of rmiatemantcc." of wearing it in the 
presence of the sovereign. And Ohe 
Swordbearer would get the pack should 
he so far forget hi* proud prerog¬ 
ative os tt> uncover when the King 
happens to be around.

that nobody pay® any attention to. In 
the fourteenth century, when the Com¬ 
mon Orter was of some use, he was 
paid $15 a year and 25 oenits for each 
cry he mode through the dty. Now 
that the Ooirniuan Crier is of no use 
Major Ker-FIcxx gets 32,000 a year for 
the Job. 

There is another mace, called the 
Sceptre of the city of London, which 
the Lord Mayor totes around himself 
on special occasions. It measures only 
a foot and a half in length, but Is 
worth a lot of the big ones, the heads 
being of gold and studded with dia¬ 
monds ajid other gems. Lots of other 
costly baubles and gewgaws form part 
of hJs paraphernalia. Among them 
is a golden key which is supposed to 
unlock the city gates. There happen 
to be no gates to unlock, but that 
makes no difference—the game of 
“make believe" is still kept up. When 
the King goeB In state to the City 
the Lord Mayor meets him at Temple 
Bar with his attendant retinue and 
hands him the golden key that un¬ 
locks nothing. 

It was In 1215 that King John granted 
the citizens of London the right to 
elect their own Mayor annually, but 
though the pretense of election Is still 
maintained with much solemnity and 
ceremony it has long been a farce. 
The one thing necessary to become a 
Lord Mayor of London is to get elected 
by the ratepayers of one of the wards 
to a life membership In a highly orna¬ 
mental Board of Aldermen. There are 
only twenty-five of them, and as they 
take good care of themselves and most 
of them live to *a green old age such 
opportunities are rare. But once elect¬ 
ed all a "worshipful" Alderman has to 
do to become a Lord Mayor Is to sit 
tight and await his turn, like a man 
In a barber’s shop, until he is “next * 

First, though, he has to pa^e through 
the office of Sheriff, election to which 
t» equally farcical. Two Sheriffs an 
chosen annuaily from ennong the All¬ 
derm en and hold offloe for a year. They 
have nothing to do with cujtdhlng of¬ 
fenders, looking up prisoners or any 
of the duties that pertain to the Job 
In America. Their chief business is 
to look Imposing in wandterfua robes, 
wltih gold cfhaJtas around their necks, 
amd otherwise help maAntialn the city's 
dignity os Mayoral eaitelUtea.

The tronuendouis amount of dignity 
with which the Lord Mayor L invested 
and its remotwnesa from modern tifi 
are well Illustrated at the "wearing-ln” 
ceremony whicih takes place at the 
Guildhall. It Involves a "show-down" 
of all hi* Insignia. The mace. tih« 
scepter, the sword of State, the puree, 
the .«wl 1 afid other thing® are In suc¬ 
cession laid on the table before him 
to the accompaniment of many obeis¬ 
ances by the gorgeously-rabed func¬ 
tionaries who carry them, and in the 
same solemn fashion they are again 
removed from Uve table.

cas Lem the Lord Mayor gets on* dozen 
"low reverences," three dozen "onM- 
nairy reveaiervoes" and 1 half a dozen 
"bows,” and nubody araeka a smile. 

Though the recipient of so much 
homage, as he Is but a figurehead, it 
does not make much difference whether 
the Lord Mayor be a great man or a 
little One. The one Just elected, Aider- 
man John Pound. Is a trunk manufac¬ 
turer. He has proved himself a good 
business man by making a lot of 
money out of It. but otherwise he is a 
man of no particular distinction. All 
the same, he Is sure to be knighted be¬ 
fore his tenure of office expires. 

The real Lord Mayor—the man be¬ 
hind the scenes, who pulls the strings 
that work the puppets—Is the private 
secretary. Lord Mayors come and Lord 
Mayors go at the rate of one a year, 
but the private secretary hangs on. For 
the last twenty-eight years William 
Jameson Soulsby—Sir William since 
1902—has held that Job. He Is the one 
man who know-s how everything should 
be done to conform to the ancient 
standard without a halrsbreadth devia¬ 
tion. He prepares the Lord Mayor's 
speeches and pilots him through the 
maze of ceremonial in w’hicb he would 
be speedily lost without such guidance. 
What each successive Lord Mayor does 
is to put himself unreservedly In Souls- 
by's hands, and Soulsby puts him 
through. This is what John Pound 
will do, and when his year of office I* 
up he will retire, happy and smiling, 
"Sir John" for the rest of his days.

Tin? whole world has watched with 
great Interest thin most fascinating 
Russian girl carry on her campaign for 
six years, marveling at her great pow¬ 
er to overcome obstacles of Internation¬ 
al Importance. 

Just when there were three cheers 
for Japan and her victories on the lip* 
of nine-tenths of the people of the cap¬ 
ital of the United Spates. gpclety peo¬ 
ple undertook the grim feat of hold¬ 
ing a bazar of all nations for the ben. 
eiit of charity. 

There were dozens of women who 
would dispense tea from a Japauese 
stall, who would scill lace from Ire¬ 
land. wares from Hungary, flowers 
from France and toys from Switzer¬ 
land. but there was not one woman 
who offered to dispense the hospitality 
of a Russian tea stall. The affair grew 
painful. At last Mme. de Mlchner. a 
Russian author, volunteered her serv¬ 
ices. and Russia kept: an almost un- 
pa trunized booth open all afternoon 
and evening.

T HOSE new walking-skirts, with Hare contrived 
In a dozen ways, have brought about a revo¬ 
lution in petticoat®. They’ve done more, for 
trying to hold out that voluminous flare in its 
proper way has been too much for the petticoats, un¬ 
til kinds have been evolved especially for the work. 

The circular flounce has proven most satisfactory 
—the more clroular It is the better. And the deeper 
It is the better, too, until, in some of the prettiest, It 
seems ae though the petticoat were cut In half—the 
upper part (to the knees) plain and close-fitting; 
and the other half, all frills and flare. Yet, in con¬ 
trast, come others with only an eight-inch flounce. 

The usual way of getting at the necessary flare 
Is to make the flounce of a succession of Uny cir¬ 
cular ruffles—with the top one shaped to fit the 
skirt, and each starting where the last leaves off, 
until the last one 1® several times the width of the 
first. Then the flounce fads In ripples that hold the 
skirt out well. 

But the shirred ruffles that have found their way 
on so many dresses are echoed by the petticoat*, 
too. A circular flounce (one that reaches to the 
knees) la made up of two or three ruffles—circular, 
too. but full, and shirred on with headings to each 
other and to the foundation. And some are strapped 
—which gives a little "body’* to the ruffle; and some 
trimmed with little pinked ruchlngs put in where 
the ruffles Join. 

Sometimes the ruffles are cut in deep points, but 
that’s not an overly satisfactory way of having 
them made, for it*a the very edge of the skirt that 
needs the fullneas most of all. and the points take 
away from It a little. But a pretty way to use the 
point® is to have the top of the flounce pointed, or 
to trim above the flounce with pointed rows of nar¬ 
row velvet ribbon. 

Ruffles are treated and put on in all sorts of ways, 
from the plain, old-fashioned way to styles where 
the ruffles are Interrupted by bands that run at in¬ 
tervals (lengthwise) from the top of the flounce to 
the lowest ruffle. One way of ending them that is 
distinctively new this year is In the puffings that 
are on tvetything. 

Silk, of course, is the best material to have them 
made of. for there's nothing like it to make a 
dress “set” well. And, if you watch your chance, 
you can pick up a good silk in one of the sales for 
very little—probably no more than it will cost for 
a mohair or moreen skirt. And, If you have to 
“skimp” It anywhere, do it in the foundation, by 
having that of good lining-material Lots of women 
do that, anyway, on the principle that the founda¬ 
tion Is the part that has all the hard wear; and 
say Lhat the 11 nlng-foundatlon “lengthens the life” 
of the skirt. 

And some women go even farther, making their 
petticoats of mohair, and setting a deep silk flounce 
on. For It's In the set of the flounce that silk counts 
most.

Boast Pig. 

Prepare the dressing for the pig 4nd 
the turkey together. Take two pouffe 
of dry bread and remove all the brojvn 
crust, break It up Into a b!g earthen¬ 
ware bowl and pour tepid water ovfT 
It. Let it stand one minutes and theft, 
taking it up a handful at a tim* 
pqueeze it hard and dry. tosstng it 
once Into another bowl. Mix Ugli ly 
with half a teaspoonful of pepper, two 
teaapoonfuls of salt, two of summery 
savory, two of sage or green hert^fr 
mixed fine, a cup of melted butter and 
two eggs beaten light. Take out tit* 
amount needed to stuff the pig, and add 
tu this an onion chopped very fine. 

Now take the pig, which. has been 
thoroughly scalded, rinse It Inside and 
out with clear water, wash the Inside 
with water In which a teaspoonfui *»f 
baking soda has been dissolved, an$ 
rinse again in clear water. Wipe dry 
with a clean cloth, salt the inside and 
stuff It, so lhat it is full and plump 
and true to fife. Sew It up closely and 
lay It on its side on a grating set in 
a deep roaatLng pan. Pour into the 
bottom of the pan n little hot salted 
water, and baste piggy with butter and 
water a few times as It warms. Later, 
use the drippings which accumulate in 
the pan. When It begin® to smoke and 
the skin threatens to crack, gently lift 
it over so that the other side will 
brown. Change the position sev «al 
times during the baking, and if the 
skin threatens to crack, rub it wliH a 
rag dipped in melted butter. Thr^e 
hours will be required to roast slowly 
and evenly a six weeks’ old porker. If 
the legs have not been broken before 
roasting, they will stick out quite stiff 
now', and piggy can be braced upon 
them, with a wreath of parsley around 
hla neck and & Uny ear of popcorn Ini 
hla mouth. 

The gravy is made from the drip¬ 
pings in the pan Skim off the grease 
carefully, and rub into the drippings 1 
a tablespoonful or more of flour, as 
much as it will take up without lump¬ 
ing. add water slowly and bring to 'a 
boll Just once. Add a dash of pepper, 
strain and serve In a hot gravy boat. 

Boast Turkey. 

Turkey is roasted after the same re¬ 
ceipt, but to preven-t burning after the 
browning process commences It 1® Cov¬ 
ered with buttered paper. 

To make the turkey gravy, put the 
neck, heart, liver and gizzard to sim¬ 
mer In a pint of water, when the turn¬ 
key enters the oven. When tender, 
drain off the liquor and save It. Chop 
the heart and gizzard and pulverize the* 
liver, discarding the neck. Return the 
meat to the liquor in which it was 
cooked, boil three or four minute^ and 
then thicken with flour, rubbed smooth 
in cold water. 

Garnish the turkey with fried sau- 
sage and parsley.

fling of the silk two Inches wide when finished. The 
easiest way Is to cut the strips four inches wide 
and make a double ruffle of It. 

Baste this ruffle around the edge of either of the 
outside pieces, sew the outride pieces together so 
that there is a little double Mil around the edge, 
as in the picture. 

The lining serves as a facing at the top. where 
the extra width of the outside is held. In easy gath¬ 
ers, to give the soft, puffy effect. Tack the edges of 
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the ouisld* to the lining **dgee, loosely, to ho’.d the 
“pufflnesa” In place. 

Stitch the lining and the outside together at'the 
top. either by alipstitchlng or fine briarrtltchlrg 
and put a second row' of stitching about a half inch 
from the top. Run a soft ribbon—an Inch wide— 
through for a draw ing-atring. 

It may be made a little more effective by sewing 
a lace medallion on the center of each of the out¬ 
ride pieces, before sew ing the bag together. 

One and a half >ard$» of material, eighteen Inche- 
wide, two yards of Inch-wide ribbon, and the tw« 
medallions wilt be required to make it Yet \ 
makes an effective substitute for an expensive bough 
hand bag.

Then cover with u crust one-qmirtcr of 
an Inch thick, cut with a hole in the 
center the size of a teacup. Brush the 
top with the beaten white of egg and 
bake from a half to three-quarters of 
an hour.

Cider Apple Snuce 

Roil a gallon of sweet, unferinen^tel 
cider down to two quarts. Have ready 
one-half bushel nice sweet apples, 
pared, cored and quartered. Put the ci¬ 
der In a granite or porcelain kettle, and 
when boiling add as many apples as the 
kettle will hold. Cover and simmer very 
slowly without stirring, until the apples 
are tender. Skin them out Into a stone 
pot and add more apples until all are 
cooked. Pour the syrup over the apples 
and put away to cool. The next day 
drain off the syrup, boil down until 
quite thick, ajid then return to the Jar. 
The pieces of apple shooild be distinct* 
tender, rich and juicy.

Pumpkin Pie. 

This recipe will make three good- 
sized pies. Line deep pie tins with rich 
puff paste, and All with the fotlownig
